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STAFF HAS STATEMENT 
ON LATIMER OPINION 


Staff Corps Representatives 
Agree To Strong Reply 
On Titles 


NAVY HARMONY IS UPSET 


N a vigorous statement agreed to by 

heads and representatives of the Staff 
Corps of the U. S. Navy an answer to the 
opinion of Rear Adm. J. L. Latimer, 
U.S.N., while Judge Advocate General, 
upon the titles of staff officers, has been or 
soon will be submitted to the Secretary of 
the Navy. Furthermore, it is known that 
the Navy Staff Corps will welcome any 
movement to submit the whole matter to 
Congress. 

The communication begins with express- 
ing regret that the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’'s Department of the Navy has seen fit 
to reopen the controversy, which, it is al- 
leged, will disturb the harmonious condi- 
tions between the line and staff which have 
existed in the Navy in recent years. The 
opinion of the former Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral of the Navy is taken up, paragraph by 
paragraph, and answered in detail. Atten- 
tion, it is stated, is called to alleged errors 
in the quotation from opinions and the 
statutes which were made by the Judge 
Advocate General. The opinions of the 
Attorney General, dated back as far as 20 
years ago, are quoted in sustaining article 
148, under which staff officers hold their 
present title. 

CLAIM NO INCONSISTENCY 

The main contention of the Staff is that 
Navy Regulations have the effect of law if 
not inconsistent with existing law. It is 
argued that the Secretary of Navy has full 
authority to designate the titles of officers 
of the Navy. He can give them more than 
one title, if he cares to, so long as he does 
not do it contrary to the plain provisions 
of the law. Where Congress has not fixed 
the title of an officer the Secretary is fully 
authorized to exercise this function. 

The brief of the heads of the Staff Corps 
rests chiefly on an opinion of the Judge 
Advocate General which declares that Con- 
gress has not seen fit “to so handle a co- 
ordinate branch of the Government” in the 
matter of designating the titles of its 
officers. 

The following is the text of the quota- 
tion from this opinion: 

“The head of a department for his own 
purposes as such has authority to desig- 
nate bureaus and officers therein and to 
cause his subordinates to designate them in 
official communications by names other 
than those theretofore borne by such offi- 
cers. There is no statute or rule of law 
which forbids the employment of certain 
names in such cases, where the head of the 
department considers that new relations 
acquired by such branches of business 
under a reorganization of his department 
so requires. Congress has not seen fit to 
so hamper a coordinate branch of the 
Government. Its own use of names is not 
such a prohibition. There is no legal ob- 
jection to the employment of two names or 
many names for the same object nor will 
it be ‘inconsistent with law’ for the head 
of the department, under section 161, Re- 
vised Statutes, to make use of other names 
than those used by Congress. Names are 
ordinarily free for the person speaking or 
writing to choose.” (24 Op. Atty. Gen., 
697.) 

The opinion submitted to the Secretary 
of Navy, it is stated, represents a united 
front of the Staff Corps officers. 





WAR DEPARTMENT POLICIES ARE 
APPROVED BY SECRETARY OF WAR 





N important communication on “War 

Department Policies’ was approved by 
the Secretary of War on May 19, 1925, and 
will govern officers from this time in 
various activities. 

The communication deals with length of 
duty for officers, travel policy, foreign 
policy, special service schools policy, gen- 
eral service schools policy, and duty with 
troops, and duty in command of troops 
policy. The objects of these policies are to 
decrease the number of changes of stations 
of officers under four years. 

The following are the main features of 
the communication : 


LENGTH OF TOUR OF DUTY 


Subject to the operation of law, to the con- 
tinued suitability of the officer for the duty, 
and to the absence of exceptional circumstances, 
an officer who has entered upon any duty will 
not be relieved therefrom nor required ot change 
station earlier than at the completion of the 
minimum period hereafter prescribed for the 
duty. Length of duty at any station in the 
United States will not constitute a cause for 
change of station, but an officer relieved from 
duty in the War Department will not be rede- 
tailed to duty in the War Department until he 
has served for two years or more outside the 
District of Washington. This policy will take 
priority over others but will not operate to pre- 
vent keeping the schools and foreign garrisons 
filled. Where exception has to be made for these 
purposes the eligible approximately longest on 
this duty will be selected after all vacancies 
which it is possible to fill under this policy have 
been filled. 

First assignment to duty: Officers will be first 
assigned to station where there are vacancies 
for them and in the following priority as to 
location: 

(a) The station of the service school of the 


rm. 
(b) A station between the officer’s home and 
the station of the service school of his arm. 
(c) The station nearest the officer’s home. 
Officers assigned to first station at the special 
service school of the arm will take the initial 
course thereat, including attendance at a civil 
educational institution if a part thereof, before 
being assigned to other station, and will enter 


upon such course as early as the officers can be 
prepared therefor. 

Student at any service school: The length of 
the course, including, if a part thereof, attend- 
ance at a civil educational institution with 
change of station if required, plus a reasonable 
time to get settled before the course opens and 
to prepare for a change of station after the 
course closes. 

Instructor at any service school: Maximum 
and minimum of approximately four years. Re- 
liefs will take place normally in the interval 
between school years. Reliefs during a school 
year will be with the concurrence of the com- 
mandant of the school. The exact date of relief 
will be made to synchronize with the proper 
date to assume other duties. 

Exception: Upon recommendation of the com- 
mandant of the school an officer may be relieved 
before he completes four years of service as 
instructor thereat, if such relief be in the in- 
terest of the Service. 

War Department General Staff: Maximum and 
minimum of four years. 

General Staff with troops: Maximum of four 
years. Minimum of four years within the 
United States and of the length of the tour 
outside thereof. 

Duty, other than General Staff, in the War 
Department: Maximum and minimum of ap- 
proximately four years and subject to the same 
conditions as to redetail as for duty on the War 
Department General Staff. 

Captain in command of a company: Minimum 
of two years in the United States or half the 
foreign service tour outside thereof. Maximum 
of approximately four years in the United States 
or the length of tour outside thereof. The maxi- 
mum tour will be given unless the officer be 
selected, without change of station, for duty on 
battalion, regimental or brigade staff. In case 
of such selection the maximum tour will be 
inclusive of the staff duty. If a company 
changes station, its captain will change station 
with it. 

Colonel in command of a regiment: Same as 
captain in command of a company, except the 
minimum tour will be two -years in all cases. 
The normal tour will be approximately four 
years inside the United States and the length 
of the foreign service tour outside thereof. Re- 
liefs before the close of the normal tour in the 
United States may be made to provide selection

OFFICERS TO FILE WAIVERS 


HE Collector of Internal Revenue has 

informed some officers of the Services 
by letter that in view of the fact that they 
intend to recommend an appeal relative to 
their income tax, that they will not act at 
the present time on any claims for income- 
tax refund which may be filed individually 
by officers. The submission of such claims 
is discouraged, and they will decline to 
furnish the blank forms on which to submit 
them. In order to protect the interests of 
all concerned, however, the Collector of 
Internal Revenue suggests the advisability 
of all officers filing waivers for the year 
1919 individually, which will result in ex- 
cluding the statutes of limitation of that 
year to include April 1, 1926. These 
waivers must be filed on or before June 15, 
1925, and any collector of internal revenue 
will furnish individual officers with the 
necessary blanks for this purpose. Just as 
soon as the decision of the Controller of 
the Treasury on the subject of appeal is 
obtained it will be published in this paper 
for the information of all concerned.

SUPREME COURT RULES 
FOR REAR ADM. MOSER 


Is Successful Culmination Of 
Counsels’ Fight In 
His Behalf 


RECEIVES HiS COMMISSION 


A DECISION in favor of Rear Adm. Jef- 
ferson F. Moser, U.S.N., Ret., has been 
handed down by the United States Su- 
preme Court. Through an error the de- 
cision was reported adversely in the issue 
of May 9. 

The decision in his favor was the cul- 
mination of efforts extending over 20 years 
on the part of his counsel, Messrs. King 
& King, to obtain for him his proper rank 
of rear admiral on the retired list. 


ENTERED U.S.N.A. IN 1864 

He entered the Naval Academy Septem- 
ber 29, 1864. He was retired September 
29, 1904, on his own application on the 
completion of 40 years’ service. The law 
in force at the date of his retirement, the 
eyo | personnel act of March 3, 1899, pro- 
vided: 

“That any officer of the .Navy, with a 
creditable record, who served during the 
Civil War, shall, when retired, be retired 
with the rank and three-fourths the sea 
pay of the next higher grade.” 

Shortly after the passage of the act it 
was ruled by the Navy Department that 
service at the Naval Academy did not con- 
stitute such “service during the Civil 
War” as was contemplated by the terms 
of the act. 

From this initial error sprang all the 
subsequent difficulty. As far back/as 1888 
the Supreme Court in two decisions held 
that by the law in force during the Civil 
War midshipmen under instruction at the 
Naval Academy were officers of the Navy. 

Suit was thereupon instituted by the 
officer in the Court of Claims. He was 
receiving the rank and retired pay of a 
captain in the Navy, the grade held by 
him on the active list at time of his retire- 
ment, while the law of 1899 gave him the 
next higher grade, that of rear admiral. 
The decisions of the Court of Claims at 
this period were somewhat a on 
this question, but their ruling in the Moser 
ease was favorable to him and granted 
him judgment for pay due him as a rear 
admiral. 

This decision, however, though not ap- 
pealed from, was not followed by the Navy 
Department as to his rank nor by the ac- 
counting officers as to his pay. A _sec- 
ond suit became necessary, and a third, 
these suits allowing him judgment for the 
amounts of successive installments of pay. 
A fourth suit was ultimately brought in 
1922. This one was vigorously contested 
in the Court of Claims. The court ad- 
judged him the pay of a rear admiral, a 
part of which was for active duty per- 
formed during the World War. Admiral 
Moser is thus a veteran of three wars. 
The Court of Claims, tired of having its 
repeated judgments contested, held that 
not only were the previous three decisions 
conclusive and binding in law, but that the 
original judgment was right on its merits— 
that a midshipman at the Naval Academy, 
being an officer of the Navy, was entitled 
to claim the benefits granted by law to an 
officer who served during the Civil War. 
The case was appealed to the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 

The Supreme Court, without absolutely 
passing upon the original merits of the 
case. held that the right having once been 
settled by decision of a court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction, it was not open to fur-

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GEN.MENOHER REVIEWS 
COURT MARTIAL CASES 


Shows Courts Err Frequently 
In Giving Inadequate 
Sentences 


URGES GIVING MORE D. D’S 


AJ. GEN. CHARLES T. MENOHER, 
U.S.A., commanding the 9th Corps 
Area, with headquarters at San Francisco, 
Calif., in a recent communication to his 
command gives an interesting review of the 
general court-martial trials in the 9th 
Corps Area for the calendar year of 1924, 
which will have an important bearing on 
future trials and which will be of general 
interest to other corps areas. 

General Menoher plainly expresses his 
discontent as to the inadequate sentences 
given in many cases. He shows that 719 
cases, approximately 72.5 percent of the 
total, were for desertion or kindred of- 
fenses. Of the 707 convictions, only 439 
involved a sentence including dishonorable 
discharge. 

“Other offenses,” says General Menoher, 
“were included in many of these cases but 
are not involved in this tabulation. There 
were findings of guilty resulting in sen- 
tences not including dishonorable  dis- 
charge, that might have been assessed by 
inferior courts-martial, in 268 cases. The 
trials resulting in sentences to dishonorable 
discharge were approximately 61 percent 
of the total trials for such offenses. In 
practically all of these cases trial by gen- 
eral court-martial was recommended by the 
investigating officers and commanding offi- 
cers at the stations where the accused were 
tried, and no extenuating or mitigating cir- 
cumstances indicating trial by inferior 
court-martial were shown. 


COURTS IGNORED W.D. POLICY 


“While dishonorable discharges were 
awarded in the majority of cases of ab- 
sence without leave when the length of 
absence (for more than GO days) justified 
such penalties, only 40 per cent of the 
convictions for unauthorized change of 
station resulted in dishonorable dis- 
charge, chiefly in cases of long absence. 
This indicates that the courts have largely 
ignored the War Department policy as to 
the latter offense (paragraph 2f, Army 
Regulations No. 615-290.” 

General Menoher then goes on to say, 
in part: 

Offenders convicted of unauthorized change 
of ssation have come from other corps areas, 
or other stations, shirking or abandoning their 
duties at their proper stations, and if given 
sentences not including dishonorable discharge, 
usually serve such sentences and return to a 
duty status at the place of trial. This is not 
only destructive of the morale of the Army at 











large, but introduces an undesirable element 
into the organizations where these offenders 
are tried. 


The general policy in the Ninth Corps Area 
has been to refer all charges of desertion, un- 
authorized change of station, and extended ab- 
sence without leave, for trial by general court- 
martial unless exceptional circumstances are 
present, believing that untrustworthy soldiers 
and shirkers from military duty should be 
penalized by dishonorable discharge, with an 
opportunity to earn honorable restoration to 
duty at the disciplinary barracks. The geo- 
graphic, climate and economic conditions in 
this Corps Area have contributed to the com- 
mission of such offenses to the extent that con- 
stant and drastic efforts must be made to con- 
trol this evil. The policy above stated will be 
adhered to in the future. 

The fact that but 61 percent of the offenses 
of this nature tried by general court-martial 
resulted in penalties including dishonorable dis- 
charge indicates that the investigation prelimi- 
nary to trial is insufficient to advise the con- 
vening authority as to the proper disposition of 
court-martial charges. When approximately 
four out of ten men tried by general courts- 
martial are given penalties within the juris- 
diction of inferior courts there is a vast waste 
of effort and time and needless resulting ex- 
pense. Investigating officers and commanding 
officers have recommended trial of such men 
by general courts-martial, whereas courts com- 
posed of officers at the same station, after hear- 
ing all the evidence, are satisfied that a lesser 
penalty is adequate. The reports of investiga- 
tion and the recommendations of commanding 
officers as to disposition of cases should show 
the extenuating or mitigating circumstances 
that seem apparent to the courts and should 
disclose all features of cases that bear on in- 
ferences or presumptions as to the intent of 
soldiers in absenting themselves. 

Numerous instances have appeared where men 
reporting at, or received at, other than their 
proper stations, are charged with desertion or 
unauthorized change of station, but convicted 
of absence without leave only. A thorough in- 
vestigation and cooperation between the com- 
mands concerned would result in the return of 


these absentees to their proper stations, where 
they may be tried by inferior courts. 
Unnecessary delays in investigations and 
other court-martial matters must be avoided. 
Such investigations will be treated as requir- 
ing immediate action and correspondence with 
other stations will be conducted accordingly.

TRIAL OF MACH. F. M. HENDRICKS 


M4 CHINIST FRANK M. HEN- 
DRICKS, U.S.N., attached to the 
Navy transport Beaufort, was found guilty 
by a naval court-martial at Norfolk, Va., 
May 16, 1925, of charges alleging conduct 
to the prejudice of good order and disci- 
pline, in attempting to land liquor into the 
United States from the Beaufort in viola- 
tion of the lawful regulations. 

The court reached its decision after 
nearly three hours deliberation. The sen- 
tence was not announced. The findings, 
with the record, have been forwarded the 
Secretary of the Navy. Lt. J. W. Cava- 
nagh, U.S.N., Hendricks’ counsel, said he 
would appeal. 

Machinist Hendricks, on the stand, de- 
nied absolutely that he had placed liquor 
aboard the ship or knew anything about 
its presence in his stateroom. 

The trial of Chief Pay Clerk J. P. Gal- 
lagher on similar charges began May 19 
before the same court. His case will be 
followed by the trials of four lieuténants, 
all of whom are alleged to be owners of 
past of the assorted liquors seized in the 
raid.

NELSON A. MILES, LAST 
LIEUT. GENERAL, DIES 


Made Notable Record In 
Civil, Indian And Spanish- 


American Wars 


WON MEDAL’ OF HONOR 


HE death of Lt. Gen. Nelson Appleton 

Miles, U.S.A., Ret., which occurred sud- 
denly at Washington, D. C., on May 15, 
1925, removes one of the outstanding fig- 
ures of the Civil, Indian and Spanish- 
American Wars, and also the last officer 
of the Army holding the rank of lieutenant 
general. He was a gallant and brilliant 
officer of exceptionally high attainments 
and had the respect and esteem of those 
who served under him. He was among 
the most notable commanders of the Army 
of the United States and held that com- 
mand from October 5, 1895, until he was 
retired for age, in 1903. 

Although General Miles was only 26 
years of age when the Civil War ended, he 
was a veteran of many hard-fought battles 
and had received the highest commenda- 
tion from Gens. Ulysses 8. Grant, O. O. 
Howard, Winfield S. Hancock and other 
commanding generals. At the Battle of 





Fair Oaks he was wounded in the foot. 
At Fredericksburg, where he was again 


active as colonel of the 64th New York 
Volunteers, he was severely wounded in 
the throat. General Miles received many 
commendations for his conduct in the 
Battle of Antietam, but it was left for his 
brilliant work in the Chancellorsville cam- 
paign to bring out his real qualities as a 
soldier. General Caldwell gave tribute. to 
the skill and gallantry of the then Colonel 
Miles, who in a single line of skirmishes 
kept the enemy from the main line of the 
Union troops, and with great skill and 
gallantry, with this single line of skir- 
mishes deployed at three paces, he checked 
a determined attack of the enemy made in 
columns, a feat rarely paralleled. In this 
battle General Miles was so_ severely 
wounded in the abdomen on the next day 
that it was thought he would die. 


PRAISED BY GENERAL GRANT 


General Hancock recommended his pro- 
motion to a brigadier general, and when 
he received that commission every officer 
under whom he had served had previously 
recommended this promotion. He took an 
active part in the Gettysburg and Mine 
Run campaigns, in the Wilderness and in 
the campaigns against Petersburg and 
Richmond. He performed brilliant work 
in the Battle of Ream’'s Station when 
affairs were in a critical condition, and 
but for his conduct this battle would have 
ended still more disastrously for the Union 
troops. In the Appomattox campaign he 
received the highest praise from General 
Grant. 

In the Battle of Spottsylvania General 
Miles led his brigade against an entrenched 
line of the enemy at a place known as the 
“Bloody Angle.” In a number of cases he 
was entrusted with a command superior 
to his rank, and at one time was in com- 
mand of the 2d Army Corps of 26,000 men, 
although only ranking as a brigadier gen- 
eral and being but 25 years of age. 

In four years General Miles rose from 
a lieutenaney to the rank of major general, 
commanding the 1st Division, 2d Corps, 
Army of the Potomac. and participated in 
all the battles in which that famous army 
had engaged, except one, and his absence 
from that was due to the wound he re- 
ceived at Chancellorsville. 

After the Civil War General Miles 
equally distinguished himself as an Indian 
fighter while in command of the 5th In- 
fantry and as a brigadier general, U.S.A., 
where he and his officers and men experi- 
enced terrible hardships in Winter cam- 
paigns. Among his notable work on the 
frontier was his fight with Sitting Bull, 
the campaign against Geronimo, where he 
displayed great abilities, and also in his 
campaigns against the Cheyennes, Kiowas 
and Comanches in 1875. Subsequently, in 
1877, he defeated the Nez Perces Indians 
under Chief Joseph, and during this eam- 
paign he made a most remarkable march 
from the cantonment in the Yellowstone 
nearly to the Canadian border in a tem- 
perature at times 40 degrees below zero. 
During the year 1876-77 the troops under 
General Miles marched over 4,000 miles, 
captured 1,600 horses, ponies and mules, 
destroyed a large amount of property and 
either killed, captured or forced to sur- 


render more than 7,000 Indians. The 
great value of his services against the Ip. 
dians was so highly appreciated by citizens 
that he received the thanks of the legisla. 
tures of Kansas, Montana, New Mexico, 
Dakota and Arizona. The citizens of the 
latter territory also presented him with q 
sword of honor. 

During the War with Spain it was cop. 
sidered very unfortunate and unjust to q 
great soldier that General Miles was not 
placed in command of the expedition to 
Cuba. He was overlooked, however, 
through the political influence of some per- 
sons who disliked him, despite the fact 
that he was commanding general of the 
U. S. Army. He was given the command 
of the expedition to Porto Rico, and soon 
secured the surrender of that island, prac- 
tically without a fight. His services, how- 
ever, were badly needed a little later at 
Santiago, Cuba, and he was ordered to 
that place at a very critical moment. His 
presence there had an important bearing 
upon the final surrender of the Spanish 
troops. 

General Miles 
promotion to major general, U. 8. 
April 5, 1890, and to lieutenant 
June 6, 1900. 

Aside from the numerous commendations 
he received for his bravery, energy and 
fearlessness in battle, he was awarded the 
Congressional Medal of Honor for distin- 
guished gallantry in the Battle of Chan- 
cellorsvilie, Va., in March, 1863, “while 
holding with his command, a line of abbatis 
and rifle pits, against a strong force of the 
enemy until severely wounded,  wiile 
colonel, Glst New York Volunteers, com- 
manding the line of skirmishes in front of 
the Ist Division, 2d Army Corps.” He 
also received four brevets for gallant and 
meritorious services in the various battles, 

General Miles was born in Westminster, 
Mass., on August 8, 1839. When the Civil 
War started he was 22 years of age and 
entered the volunteers as a first lieutenant 
in the 22d Massachusetts Infantry. He 
rose in the volunteers to the rank of major 
general October 21, 1865. His | first 
entrance into the Regular Army was as 
colonel of the 40th Infantry. in 1866. 
The wife of General Miles, who died years 
ago, was a daughter of Gen. W. T. Sher- 
man, U.S.A., and they were married in 
1868. General Miles is survived by a son, 
Maj. Sherman Miles, C.A., U.S.A.. and a 
daughter, who is the wife of Col. Samuel 
Reber, U.S.A., Ret. Among those who 
paid tribute to General Miles at the time 
of his death were Assistant Secretary of 
War Davis and Gen. John J. Pershing. 
who served with General Miles in the 
Sioux campaign, 1890-91. 

Funeral services were held in St. John's 
Church, May 19, the interment being at 
Arlington with the usual military honors 
due a lieutenant general. The following 
were the honorary pall bearers: Mai.

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COMPTROLLER RENDERS 
DECISION ON ARMY PAY 


Ruling On Specialist Pay 


Affects Hundreds Of 
Enlisted Men 


RATE PAY BY 1922 ACT 


UNDREDS of enlisted men _ holding 
specialist ratings are affected by the 
decision rendered by the Comptroller Gen- 
eral of the United States on May 14, in 
which it was held that if the man “was 
given a specialist rating after June 30, 
1922, or given a different specialist rating 
after that date, specialist pay was ex- 
cluded in determining his saved pay as it 
was not comparable with an _ identical 
item, and in all such cases he was entitled 
to the specialist pay fixed by the act of 
June 10, 1922." 
The case was brought in the name of 
Pyt. Vincent J. Bogan, Howitzer Com- 
pany, 29th Infantry, who was entitled to 
pay under rates in effect prior to July 1, 
1922, and who was rated a_ specialist, 
5th class, June 16, 1923, having been paid 
at the rate of $S per month, the rate pro- 
vided by the act of June 4, 1920, 41 Stat., 
761. 
MAY CHECK OVER ACCOUNTS 

The suggestion in the concluding para- 
graph of the Comptroller General's de- 
cision that “the accounts of enlisted men 
should be adjusted,’ it is pointed out, will 
possibly lead to the checking over of the 
accounts of enlisted men affected by the 
General Accounting Office. A tremendous 
amount of detail work will be involved in 
such a procedure, as there are hundreds of 
who will be affected. 
previous decision dated October 
16. 1922, the comptroller held that: 

“The increased or decreased pay resulting 
from the rating or disrating of an enlisted man 
of the sixth and seventh grades as a specialist 
should not be included in the computation in 
determining the total of his pay and allowances 
under present and prior laws where no special- 
ist rating of any class was held prior to such 
rating or where none of any class is held after 
such disrating. 

“Where an enlisted man is changed from one 
specialist rating to another, the pay accruing 
for specialist rating should be excluded from 
the computation for the same reason that pay 
for specialist rating is excluded when the man 
is, subsequent to July 1, 1922, rated as a special- 
ist, not having held a specialist rating on June 
30, 1922, or is disrated subsequent to June 30, 
1922, and holds no rating as specialist of any 
class. Rating or disrating as a specialist is not 
a change of grade. 

“The rating is for the performance of duty 
other than that pertaining to the grade of the 
enlisted man and the receipt or loss of the in- 
creased pay therefor because of the rating or 
disrating or resulting from change in the class 
of specialist requiring the performance of a 
different duty does not affect the soldier’s right, 
if otherwise within the saving clause, to the 
total of the pay of his grade and allowances 
under prior laws. * * *” 

“It has been invariably held that a specialist’s 
rating was not a grade within the saving clause. 
As fixed by the acts of June 4, 1920, and of 
June 10, 1922, specialist pay is as follows: 

“Specialist, first class, act of June 4, 1920, 
; second class, $20; third class, $15; fourth 
ass, $12; fifth class, $8; and sixth class, $3. 

“By the act of June 10, 1922, the amount for 
specialist, first class, is $30; second class, $25; 
third class, $20; fourth class, $15; fifth class, 
$6; and sixth class, $3. 
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In concluding his decision, the comp- 
troller said: 

“If an item was ‘excluded from the compu- 
tation’ it was excluded because it was not saved. 
If it was saved, obviously it should be included 
in determining the total of the pay and allow- 
ances of the man. No decision of this office 
has authorized the payment of specialist pay at 
the rates fixed in the act of June 4, 1920, sub- 
sequently to June 30, 1922, unless the pay 
thereof was an item for consideration in de- 
termining for comparison the total of a man’s 
pay and allowances. If the man was a first- 
class specialist on June 30, 1922, and continued 
to hold such rating subsequent to that date, 
obviously the specialist pay should be included. 
Where, however, the man was given a specialist 
rating after June 30, 1922, or given a different 
specialist rating after that date, specialist pay 
was excluded in determining his saved pay as 
it was not comparable with an identical item, 
and in all such cases he was entitled to the 
specialist pay fixed by the act of June 10, 1922. 

“The decision of October 16, 1922, can have 
no other meaning, and the accounts of enlisted 
men should be adjusted in accordance therewith, 
and this whether it results in the payment of 
additional amounts or the stoppage of overpay- 
ments. The basis of payment having been fixed 
in decision of October 16, 1922, effective July 1, 


1922, the latter date must be the effective date 
of the adjustment.”

TO TRY OFFICERS OF S-19 
HE court of inquiry appointed to 


examine into the facts concerning the 
grounding of the U. S. submarine S-19 in 


January last has severely criticized her 





officers, and has recommended that they be 
tried by court-martial. 

The Secretary of the Navy on May 19 
approved the recommendation for the trial. 

The court of inquiry recommended that 
Lt. Charles F. Martin, commanding officer, 
be brought to trial for “through negligence 
suffering a vessel of the Navy to be 
stranded”; that Lt. Chester E. Lewis, 
U.S.N., the navigator, be brought to trial 
for “culpable inefficiency in the perform- 
ance of duty”; and that Lt. (j.g.) Alex- 
ander S. Edward, the officer of the deck, 
be brought to trial for “culpable inefficiency 
in the performance of duty.” 

The facts as reported by the court of 
inquiry are: At 4.06 a. m., January 13, 
1925, the U.S.S. S-19, making passage 
from Portsmouth, N. H., to New London, 
Conn., grounded at Nauset Beach, Mass. 
The S-19 took departure from the Isle of 
Shoals whistling buoy at 3.40 p. m., Janu- 
ary 12, 1925. This was the last accurate 
fix before grounding. 

Strong easterly wind and heavy sea were 
encountered, making navigation difficult. 
The adverse weather conditions, coupled 
with a strong westerly set, put the ship so 
far off her reckoning that the grounding 
resulted. 

The court reached the conclusion that 
the entire administration of the ship from 
the time of leaving the Isle of Shoals buoy 
to the time of grounding was loose, hap- 
hazard and perfunctory. 
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ROLL COLLAR UNIFORM 
FOR ARMY IS SUGGESTED 


Sa result of the effort of the Air Serv- 

ice of the U. S. Army to secure a 
special uniform, the old question of a roll 
or turn-down collar for the uniforms of 
officers generally has been reopened. Sey- 
eral designs for aviators’ uniforms have 
been proposed, all of which provide for a 





roll collar instead of the present high 
collar. It is also proposed to give the Air 
Service one of the shades of gray in the 


change, if it is made. 

When this change was proposed in the 
War Department the partisans of a roll 
collar and the opposition to the present 
high collar insisted that there was just as 
much reason for the change in the uniform 
for the rest of the Army as for the Air 
Service. The Navy Department recently 
authorized what is termed “a working dress 
for aviators.” This dress may be worn 
when officers and enlisted men are flying, 
working with aircraft, or on temporary 
duty in aviation camps. It is optional in 
the Navy, and is authorized only when 
actually working with aircraft. 

A different proposition is before the War 
Department for the Air Service. The de- 
partment is being urged to give the Air 
Service a distinctive uniform. In a con- 
sideration of this proposition the question 
has been asked: “Why should not the 
entire Army have a change in its uniform, 
which will make service at the training 
camps and in the field more comfortable 
to officers and men?” 

The last time the roll-collar question 
was under consideration in the War De- 
partment the change was disapproved be- 
cause a large amount of war stock which 
it was proposed (in carrying out the 
policy of economy) to issue to the enlisted 
men. Now that this stock is practically 
exhausted it is being urged that the time 
has arrived when a needed change in uni- 
form can be made without incurring any 
additional expense to the Government. 
The roll-collar proposition can now come 
up on its merits, and it is being discussed 
seriously in the General Staff.

OMMODORE ALBION VY. WAD- 
HAMS, U.S.N., has been promoted to 
rear admiral, U. S. Navy, on the retired 
list, with seniority of June 30, 1907, the 
date he was retired as commodore. 
Admiral Wadhams’ promotion is in ac- 
cordance with section 11, act of Congress 
March 3, 1899, which states: “Any officer 
of the Navy with a creditable record, who 
served during the Civil War, shall when 
retired be retired with the rank and three- 
fourths of the sea pay of the next higher 
grade.” 
Admiral Wadhams had Civil War serv- 
ice and has been awarded by the Navy 
Department the Civil War Medal.

NAVY CONFERENCE ON 
RETIREMENT BILLHELD 


Service In Grade Retirement 
And Selection Exten- 
sion Opposed 


FOR GRADE TIME LIMIT 


ITH a view of adjusting some of the 

differences between the Navy Depart- 
ment and the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs on the provisions of the bill (H.R. 
12164) providing for retirement for length 
of service in grade instead of age in grade 
and extension of selection to the lower 
grades, and on the bill (H. R. 9669) for 
the equalization of promotion between the 
line and the staff, Representative Fred 
Britten, ranking member of the Naval 
Committee, held a conference at the Navy 
Department on May 21. 


Those attending the conference were 
Admiral Eberle, Chief of Naval Opera- 


tions; Rear Admiral Shoemaker, Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation; and Rear Ad- 
miral Campbell, Judge Advocate General 
of the Navy. 

DISCUSSED BRITTEN BILL 

The conference became involved in such 
a lengthy discussion of Mr. Britten's bill 
that it did not reach the equalization bill, 
and this will be taken up at a conference 
next week. Later hearings will be held 
by the subcommittee of the Naval Affairs 
Committee, of which Mr. Britten is chair- 
man, but an effort will be made to reach 
an agreement with the authorities in the 
Navy Department before the subcommittee 
is called. Mr. Britten, it is stated, has 
discussed both bills with his colleagues on 
the committee, and is thus able to present 
their views on the bills that were pending 
in Congress when it adjourned. i 

Mr. Britten during the last session intro- 
duced a bill (H. R. 10355) amending the 
act of August 29, 1916, and repealing the 
third proviso of section 5 of the act of 
June 4, 1920. This bill was referred to 
the Navy Department, which submitted a 
report and another bill (H. R. 12164), 
which was also introduced by Mr. Britten. 

As introduced by Mr. Britten, his origi- 
nel bill (H. R. 10355) provides for three 
things. They are: 

First. The enforced retirement of captains, 
commanders and lieutenant commanders after 
service of 35, 28 and 23 years, respectively, since 
graduation from the Naval Academy, instead of 
retirement at the ages of 56, 50 and 45 years, 
respectively, as required by the act of August 
29, 1916 (39 Stat. 579). 

Second. The repeal of the third proviso of sec- 
tion 5 of the act approved June 4, 1920 (41 
Stat. 836), which provides that officers of the 
line of the Navy appointed thereto in accord- 
ance with said act from sources other than the 
Naval Academy shall be retired when they have 
rendered 10 years’ service in the grade of lieu- 
tenant commander, 6 years’ service in the grade 
of commander, or 8 years’ service in the grade 
of captain. 

Third. The extension of promotion by selec- 
tion to officers in the grades of lieutenant and 
lieutenant (j.g.) in the line of the Navy, with 
the proviso that lieutenants and lieutenants 
(j.g.) shall become ineligible for promotion after 
service of 15 or 7 years, respectively, since 
graduation from the Naval Academy, and upon 
so becoming ineligible for promotion shall be 
wholly retired with a cash gratuity of $700 for 
each year of commissioned service. 

The Navy Department disapproved of 
the first proposal for the retirement for the 
length of service in grades. It took the 
position that the existing law for the re- 
tirement for age in grade had not been in 
effect sufficient time to test its merits. In 
conclusion, the department states: 

“Having in mind the interest of the 
Navy as a whole rather than the possible 
inequalities of opportunity as between indi- 


vidual officers, it is the department’s 
opinion that age should continue as the 
basis of elimination from the grade of 


lieutenant commander, commander and cap- 
tain, as well as from the grade of rear 
admiral, until such time as it may be 
proved unsatisfactory by actual practice.” 

The department suggested that if the 
age in grade retirements are permitted to 
continue that the number of enforced re- 
tirements from any grade be limited to 10 
per cent in any year of the number of 
officers in that grade. The reason given 
for this is that in years to come there will 
be a number of officers at the head of their 
grade in excess of the vacancies to be 
tilled in the next higher grade. 

To the second proposition in the bill, for 
the repeal of section 5 of the act of June, 
1920, the department proposed an amend- 
ment which would fix seven years as the 
maximum period of service in grade of 
captain, commander and lieutenant com- 
mander for officers appointed to the line in 
accordance with the act of 1920. 





The department rejected the principle of 
extending selection to the grades of lieu- 
tenant and lieutenant (j.g.), as it appeared 
in Mr. Britten's original bill. It gave as 
its reason that “there will be no excess 
below the grade of lieutenant, and the 
number of officers in the two junior grades 
combined is a fixed percentage of the whole 
number of officers on the active list of the 
line.” The department also recommended 
a number of other amendments which were 
incorporated in its bill. 

At the conference Mr. Britten was very 
insistent upon a number of the provisions 
of his bill as it was originally introduced 
and was specially interested in extending 
selection to the junior lieutenants. The 
conference was of a most friendly charac- 
ter, and it is believed that most of the 
differences between the department and the 
committee can be adjusted so that a bill 
can be framed during the recess that will 
be reported out promptly by the committee. 
The program is to consolidate the equali- 
zation bill and Mr. Britten's selection bill.

for the General Staff. Reliefs before the close 
of the normal tour may be made anywhere if the 
corps area or department commander so recom- 
mend in the interest of the Service. 

Foreign service: Minimum of two or three 
years as now provided. Maximum of approxi- 
mately four years. Extensions requested by the 
officer and approved by the department com- 
mander will be granted but will be for an ap- 
proximate period, reserving the right to syn- 
chronize the date of return with the proper date 
to assume new duties. / 

Any duty which expires in less than four 
years: Minimum of the length of the duty. 

All other duty: —_ of approximately 
four years. No prescri maximum. 

fyadmaaniantion of date of relief with the date 
to assume new duties will, as far as consistent 
with the interests of the Service, be obtained by 
an extension of the minimum tour. Upon re- 
auest of a chief of branch whose officers would 
be relieved too many at a time under this rule, 
The Adjutant General will distribute over three 
years the changes of station which would other- 
wise all take place in one year, so that at the 
close of the three years the officers will be 
divided into four roughly equal groups, one of 
which groups will be due for relief each year. 

Under the head of “Travel Policy” is given 
in detail the rules for change of station of offi- 
cers. An exception to general policies which is 
just to the officer, not against the interest of 
the Service, and is productive of a saving in 
expense will in general be made. Among other 
instructions are the following: 

The use of detachments to reduce travel ex- 
pense for any component of the Army will be 
followed wherever such action is practicable. 
The splitting of teams or other bodies which 
could be moved as a detachment, to give a mile- 
age to some members, is prohibited. P , 

Ocean travel will be performed on ships flying 
the flag of the United States as far as such 
ships may be available. Where steamer lines 
exist under the American flag transportation re- 
quests will be issued on them only. If an 
officer travel at his own expense on a ship 
flying a foreign flag, when he could have 
traveled on one flying the United States flag, 
he will be reimbursed only for what the ex- 
pense would have been on a ship flying the 
United States flag. Existing regulations will be 
altered to conform herewith. 

An officer who completes a minimum tour of 
duty, until relieved from such duty and as- 
signed to another under the length of tour of 
duty policy, will be considered as available for 
foreign service if he is then due or will become 
due therefor within two years. 

All officers who have been three years in the 
United States will form the roster for foreign 
service. Officers will be grouped on the roster 
by whole years of foreign service. Fractions of 
a year less than six months will be neglected. 
Fractions of six months or more will be counted 
as a whole year. Officers of the same number 
of years of foreign service in each arm will be 
considered equally available for foreign service.

MOSER 
(Continued from first page) 

ther contestation. Had that court gone 

into the merits, it can hardly be doubted 

that it would have followed its own pre- 

vious decisions holding that midshipmen 

were officers of the Navy. 

Since the decision of the Supreme Court, 
Admiral Moser’s attorneys, Messrs. King 
& King, applied to the Secretary of the 
Navy for the issuance of a commission 
to him in accordance with his advanced 
rank as decided by the Court of Claims and 
affirmed by the Supreme Court. The Judge 
Advocate General of the Navy, in an elab- 
orate review of the law addressed by him 
to the Secretary of the Navy, advised the 
Secretary that Moser was entitled to a 
commission as rear admiral to rank’ as 
such from the date of his retirement, Sep- 
tember 29, 1904. His name will so ap- 
pear hereafter in all official publications. 

A commission, signed by the President 
April 8, has been issued, duly appointing 
Moser a rear admiral from Sept. 29, 1904. 
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SUMMER MAIL SCHEDULE 
FOR FLEET ANNOUNCED 


EVERY effort has been made to estab- 
lish an efficient mail service to and from 
the United States and the Fleet while it 
is in the Hawaiian Islands and Australia. 

Mail will leave the United States for 
one on the following dates: May 23, 

3, 27 and 30; June 3, 6, 10, 13, 16, 17, 20 
~* 24. The last mail to reach the Fleet 
before it sails for Australia will leave San 
Francisco on the S.S. Maui, of the Matson 
Line, on June 24. 

Mail will leave Honolulu for the United 
States as follows: May 20, 23, 26 and 27; 
June 3, 6, 10, 16, 17, 20, 24 and July 1. 

The mail steamers take from six to 
seven days for the trip from Honolulu to 
the States. While the Fleet is anchored 
at Lahaina an additional day will elapse 
between the arrival of the mail at Hono- 
lulu and its distribution to the ships of 
the Fleet. While the ships are in Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, mail dispatched 
on the following dates from San Francisco 
will reach the Fleet: Leave San Francisco 
July 1, arrive Sydney and Melbourne on 
July 25; leave San Francisco July 7, ar- 
rive Sydney and Melbourne on July 28 ; 
leave San Francisco July 15, arrive W el- 
lington and Auckland (New Zealand) Au- 
gust 3; leave San Francisco July 29, ar- 
rive Auckland and Wellington (New Zea- 
land) August 17. 

Mail leaving San Francisco on August 
18 will be picked up at Pago Pago, Samoa, 
on August 31 by a destroyer from the Fleet 
and distributed to the ships on September 
1 while en route from New Zealand to 
Honolulu. 

Mail will leave ships of the Fleet vis- 
iting Australia and New Zealand as fol- 
lows: Mail leaving Australia on July 30 
will arrive San Francisco August 22; mail 
leaving Australia August 5 will arrive San 
Francisco August 24; mail leaving New 
Zealand August 17 will arrive San Fran- 
cisco September 4; mail leaving New Zea- 
land August 20 will arrive San Francisco 
September 14. 

The mail will take approximately 21 
days between San Francisco and Aus- 
tralia and 18 to 19 days to New Zealand.

N reviewing the record of proceedings in 

the case of Ens. Frederick K. McElroy, 
U.S.N., the Judge Advocate General of the 
Navy in Court-Martial Order No. 2, Navy 
Department, 1925, says: 

“It is noted that the precept named 
‘Capt. Robert L. Montague, U. S. Marine 
Corps, and First Lt. Julian P. Brown, 
U. 8S. Marine Corps, as judge advocates, 
either of whom is authorized to act in any 
ease referred to this court.’

he action of the convening authority 
in appointing two judge advocates for the 
court, either one of whom being author- 
ized to act was unobjectionable, and is au- 
thorized by Naval Courts and Boards, See- 
tion 803. However, it was clearly the 
intent of the precept that only one of 
these officers should act during any one 
trial. Where it is deemed desirable that 
a judge advocate be afforded assistance in 
the conduct of a case, Naval Courts and 
Boards, Section 586, provides that a coun- 
sel may be appointed but it is not con- 
templated in general courts-martial pro- 
cedure that there be more than one judge 
advocate to act at any one time. This 
irregularity, however, was, in the opinion 
of the department, one of procedure which 
did not adversely affect the rights of the 
accused.”

Notes FrRoM THE BATTLE FLEET 





HE entire United States Fleet got un- 

derway May 7 from Honolulu and Pearl 
Harbor, and after maneuvering at sea for 
two days anchored at Lahaina at noon 
May 9. The Fleet remained at anchor at 
Lahaina until May 18, when another week 
of maneuvers took place. During the 
period at anchor at Lahaina, ships’ drills 
occupied the time of officers and men, and 
in addition numerous Fleet athletic events 
were held. 


A LARGE number of officers will be de- 
tached from the Fleet upon the com- 
pletion of the maneuvers about June 1. 
Most of these officers, down to and in- 
cluding those of the rank of lieutenant 
commander, have been ordered to the 
United States by commercial transporta- 
tion, and although there are approxi- 
mately 10 merchant ships leaving for the 
States during the month of June, prac- 
tically all accommodations on these ships 
have been taken up. All men-of-wayv and 
other Government vessels leaving for the 
United States during May and June will 
have every spare bunk and stateroom taken 
up by officers detached from the Fleet. 


OVEMENTS of vessels of the Fleet 
between Honolulu and the United 
States during the period until July 1 are 
comparatively limited. The U.S.8. New 
Mexico, which left the Navy Yard, Puget 
Sound, on April 25, arrived at Honolulu 
on May 2. The destroyers MacDonough 
and Chase left Honolulu on May 4 for the 
Navy Yard, Mare Island, and will be fol- 
lowed by the Doyen and Farragut, which 
left May 7 for Puget Sound. The schedule 
for the oil tankers between the Hawaiian 
Islands and San Pedro is as _ follows: 
U.S.S. Sapelo and Ramapo left Honolulu 
May 4 for San Pedro; left San Pedro May 
18 for Honolulu, arriving May 26. The 
U.S.S. Kanawha and Neches left San 
Pedro for Lahaina on May 12. 
The U.S.S. Cuyama and Brazos left 
Lahaina May 17 for San Pedro and left 


San Pedro for Honolulu on May 26. The 
supply ship Arctic left Lahaina for Mare 
Island on May 16, and the U.S.S. Bridge 
left Lahaina for Mare Island on May 21. 
Other movements of ships to and ‘from 
Honolulu are as follows: The destroyers 
Reno and Meyer will leave Lahaina for 
Puget Sound on May 23. The U.S.S. 
Corry leaves Honolulu June 6 for Mare 
Island. The U.S.S. Farenholt and Rob- 
ert Smith left Mare Island on May 19 for 
Lahaina. The U.S.S. Arizona left Hono- 
lulu _for_the Navy Yard, Puget Sound, 
via San Francisco, on June 5. The U.S.S. 
Sinclair and Kennedy left the Navy Yard, 
Puget Sound, for Honolulu on June 9. 


HE U.S.S. Henderson left Honolulu at 

7 p. m. on April 30 for San Diego, and 
from there will proceed direct to Quantico 
and Annapolis. The Henderson left filled 
to capacity with Marine Corps personnel, 
and was unable to take any additional 
casual officers or troops. The U.S.S. Hen- 
derson'’s schedule demands that she leave 
Annapolis in time to arrive at Honolulu 
on June 29, prior to the departure of the 
Fleet for Australia.

Kilauea will be visited by practically 
all units of the Battle Fleet during the 
stay of the Fleet in Hawaiian waters.

RADIO signals from the Navy airplanes 
in the Arctic this Summer will prob- 
ably be heard in the United States, accord- 
ing to Lt. H. C. Rodd, naval radio expert, 
who recently conducted tests from aircraft 
at the Naval Air Station, Anacostia, D. C. 
Working with Lieutenant Rodd was Lt. 
J. L. Reinartz, U.S.N.R.F., who will be 
in charge of radio equipment and communi- 
eations with the MacMillan Arctic Expedi- 
tion this Summer. 

After a series of tests and a conference 
between Lieutenant Rodd, Lieutenant Rein- 


artz and Lieutenant Commander McDon- 
ald it was definitely established that the 
Navy planes which will accompany the 
expedition will be equipped with different 
radio sets to cover all possible contingencies 
that might arise. One plane will carry a 
standard Navy aircraft spark set. The 
other plane will be equipped with a short- 
wave radio set operating on a band between 
20 and 60 meters. 


While the Navy set is held superior for 
communicating between the plane and the 
base ship while the plane is in the air, the 
short-wave set will be able to communicate 
with the base ship and probably the out- 
side world in case of a forced landing. The 
operation of the Navy set depends on a 
wind-driven generator, which is only effec- 
tive when the plane is in flight. The short- 
wave set, however, has been found to be 
ineffective in the air because of interference 
from the ignition system. It will be of 
greatest use when the plane is on the 
ground or on the water and the engine is 
dead. The latter set depends on battery 
for the source of power. Each radio set 
to be installed in the planes will weigh in 
the neighborhood of 100 pounds. 

In the tests at the Naval Air Station, 
Lieutenant Reinartz first flew in an H-16 
flying boat in which was installed a stand- 
ard Navy spark set. Lieutenant Rodd 
piloted the plane. The set tested in this 
case was similar to the one which Lieu- 
tenant Rodd has communicated a distance 
of 800 miles in daylight. Rodd was radio 
operator on the NC-4 on the trans-Atlantic 
flight in 1919. 

In a second test a Navy DH landplane 
equipped with a short-wave set was used, 
Lieutenant Reinartz operating the set and 
Lt. C. D. Palmer flying the plane. Due 
to the ignition noises from the engine of 
the plane the signals faded out when the 
plane was a short distance from the Naval 
Experimental Station at Bellevue. 

The short-wave set used in the flight 
test. however, has’ established almost 
phenominal distance records when oper- 
ated from the ground. Communication 
between Bellevue and Guam and the 
Panama Canal Zone .has been regularly 
established. 

The base ship of the expedition, the 
Thetis, will be equipped with two 5-kilo- 
watt transmitting sets. One will be similar 
to the installation for United States 
destroyers and will be a spark set. The 
other will be a 5-kilowatt tube set to be 
supplied by Mr. McDonald. 


NAVAL ORGANIZATION 
TABLES FOR 1927 OUT 


AP”. E. W. EBERLE, Chief of Nava] 
Operations, Navy Department, issued 
this week the proposed organization of 
naval forces for the fiscal year 1927, and 
gives the assignment of vessels which wil] 
become effective July 1, 1926. The table 
of ships and their assignment is largely 
the same as at present. 

The Seattle is the flagship of the Fleet, 
The vessels of the Battle Fleet, the Scout- 
ing Fleet, the Control Force and the Fleet 
Base Force are given, together with the 
Asiatic Fleet, with the Huron as flagship, 
The naval forces in Europe will have the 
Pittsburgh as flagship, and the Special 
Service Squadron will have the Rochester 
for flagship. The list of ships also gives 
those of the Naval Transportation Service, 
as well as vessels on special duty. 

The Saratoga will be commissioned, and 
when completed will become the flagship 
of the Aircraft Squadrons of the Battle 
Fleet. The Aroostook will be relieved as 
aircraft tender when suitable relief is ob- 
tained, and will become the flagship of 
Mine Squadron 2, Fleet Base Zones. The 
Lexington will be commissioned when com- 
pleted, and will become the flagship of 
Aircraft Squadrons of the Se outing Fleet. 
The changes in air units will include the 
following : 

BG-43 will be commissioned when com- 
pleted and join the South China patrol to 
replace the Pampanga, which is to be de- 
commissioned in 1926. PG-44 to 48 will 
be commissioned as completed and will re- 
lieve Eleano, Villa, Lobos, Pigeon and 
Penguin, which vessels will then be de. 
commissioned.

CIVIL ENGINEER CORPS 


HE session and annual dinner of the 

Corps of Civil Engineers of the Navy 
were held in Washington on May 16. At 
the day session there were discussions of 
subjects and problems associated with the 
corps and its relation to the Navy. Capt. 
George A. McKay, Assistant Chief of Bu- 
reau of Yards and Docks, acted as chair- 
man. 

The Secretary of the Navy addressed 
those present and expressed his apprecia- 
tion of the work of the corps and the effort 
it is making to increase its service and 
usefulness to the Navy. 

Luncheon, attended by 38 active or for- 
mer officers of the corps, was served at the 
Army and Navy Club. The annual dinner 
was held at the Cosmos Club, and on this 
occasion Rear Adm. L. E. Gregory, Chief 
of Bureau of Yards and Docks, presided us 
toastmaster. A succession of interesting 
speeches followed the dinner. 

The attendance at the day session and 
dinner consisted of 30 civil engineer offi- 
cers on the active list, 19 of whom were 
from out of town; 3 officers U.S.N.R.F. 
(inactive) ; 4 line officers now taking post- 
graduate work at the Naval Academy pre 
paratory to their transfer to the corps; 
Capt. R. C. Hollyday, C.E.C., Ret.; and 
Mr. R. G. Packard, of New York, who was 
appointed a civil engineer in the Navy 
in 1865. 

Those officers from out of town who 
were in attendance were on leave status, 
and performed travel at their own ex- 
pense. 
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CHANGES AMONG NAVY SHIPS 


UITE a number of changes are being 

made in the home yard of vessels of the 
Navy. This is to arrange for repairs and 
for the modernization program. The home 
yard of Destroyer Division 39 is changed 
to Cavite; the Mallard and Lark are to 
have their home yard transferred from 
Portsmouth to Boston; the Owl will 
change from New York to Norfolk; while 
the Swallow is transferred from Mare 
Island to Puget Sound. 

The Rainbow has been ordered decom- 
missioned at Philadelphia. The Shadyside 
the small ferry at Annapolis, and the 
Cyane are to be sold. The Camden has 
been designated as saluting ship in place 
of the Savannah. The change is made 
owing to the shifting of Admiral Taylor's 
flag to the Camden. 

The light cruiser gunnery trophy has 
been awarded to the U.S.S. Concord, and 
will be presented at Hawaii. The Brazos 
will go to Australia on the cruise. It has 
been necessary to send her there owing to 
the need of additional fuel for the Lith 
Battleship Squadron.

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SPECIAL SERVICE NEWS AND COMMENT 


N increase of $16,000,000 for the mili- 
tary activities of the War Department 
will be necessary in the next appropriation 
bill if the Regular Army is maintained at 
its present strength and this year's Na- 
tional Guard program and the Citizens 
Military Training activities are maintained. 
This needed increase is due to the fact 
that the War Department has been using 
up its reserve of supplies which were ac- 
cumulated during the World War. Secre- 
tary of War Weeks in his last report gave 
notice of this development, and the War 
Department and the Director of the Budget 
will be called on tq face the situation im 
framing the estimates for the Army, Na- 
tional Guard and Organized Reserves for 
the next Congress. fal? ; 
The War Department preliminary esti- 
mates have not yet been submitted to the 
Director of the Budget, but the department 
will have a great mass of statistics to make 
it plain that last year’s appropriation for 
the three components of the Army of the 
United States will mean an actual reduc- 
tion. While an effort is being made in 
some quarters to persuade the War De- 
partment to recommend a reduction in the 
National Guard and Organized Reserve 
appropriation, so that more funds can be 
allotted to the Regular Army, no progress 
has been made in this direction. It is 
recognized in the department that the three 
components go up or down together. 


REGULAR ARMY FUNCTIONS 


VER half of the function of the Regular 

Army under the new military policy, it 
is pointed out, is the administration and 
instruction of the two other junior com- 
ponents of the Army of the United States. 
A material reduction in the National 
Guard and Organized Reserves, it is 
realized, would eventually result in a cor- 
responding reduction in the Regular Army. 
The necessity for about a half of the 
Regular officers grows out of the adminis- 
tration and instruction of the National 
Guard and Organized Reserves. The three 
components are interdependent, it is 
pointed out in the War Department, and 
the reduction of one will weaken the 
other two. 

The absolute necessity for an increase 
in the appropriations has become apparent 
by a casual comparison of last year’s ap- 
propriations for supplies of the Regular 
Army as compared with those previous to 
the World War. The appropriations 
earried for clothing in the Regular Army 
in 1917 were, in round numbers, $20,000,- 
000, while for 1925 they were $4,000,000. 
The Regular Army has been clothed largely 
out of a reserve supply that was accumu- 
lated during the war. If the Army is to 
be clothed during the fiscal year of 1927 
the War Department must go into the 
market and buy new material as it did 
before the war. The reserve supply of 
clothing has exhausted, and there simply 
must be an increase in this item of the 


budget. The same is true of ordnance and 
other needed supplies for the Regular 
Army. 


To the same degree the National Guard 
and Organized Reserves have been supplied 
from reserve stores. The Citizens’ Mili- 
tary Training Camps alone last year re- 
ceived over a million dollars’ worth of 
supplies, which were not included in the 
War Department appropriation. It was 
issued free to the Citizens’ Military Train- 
ing Camps. The free issue to the National 
Guard from World War supplies ran up 
into eight or nine million dollars. This 
has been going on ever since the World 
War, but the end is about reached, and 
the National Guard and Organized Re- 
serves must have larger appropriations if 
they are to be maintained at this year’s 
strength. 


COMMISSIONED WARRANT OFFICERS 


N the cases of the commissioned warrant 

officers of the Navy pending in the 
Court of Claims to restore to them their 
long-established status and rights to pay 
which were destroyed by the Joint Service 
Pay Act, Ansell and Bailey, counsel for 
the claimants, closed their proofs some 
three months ago and are now insisting 
that the cases be calendared for early trial. 
The Department of Justice, however, has 
delayed closing its side of the case, but in 
view of the attitude of the claimants’ coun- 
sel and the possibility of a request in 
accordance with the rules of court, ap- 
plicable to such delays, that the court sum- 
marily place the cases on the trial calendar, 
the cases may be expected to be heard be- 
fore the Summer recess. 

As the Court of Claims under recent 
legislation virtually becomes a court of 
last resort in such cases, the attorneys 
think it is possible that the shortest route 
for relief for this class of officers is through 
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the court instead of by legislation. This, 
however, does not mean that the bill pend- 
ing in Congress at last session will not be 
reintroduced and pressed for early passage. 
The situation is that two avenues are now 
open for these officers who are seeking 
relief from the effect of the Joint Service 
Pay Act. 
THE N.R.A. TROUBLE 


OW little effect the passage of a reso- 

lution prohibiting the giving out of 
inside information relative to a meeting of 
any organization has, is illustrated by the 
publication of an account of the trouble 
in the National Rifle Association of 
America. The members of this time-hon- 
ored association, who were endeavoring to 
bring about harmony in it, passed a reso- 
lution to this effect after the trial of Gen. 
Fred H. Phillips, Jr., the secretary of the 
organization. 

He was charged with committing an act 
“to the seandal and discredit of the Na- 
tional Rifle Association, for which associa- 
tion he was serving as secretary, and from 
which association he was receiving a salary 
of $600 per month.” 

For some time there has been a lack of 
harmony in the association, which culmi- 
nated in bringing charges against General 
Phillips. When the special meeting was 
held on May 11 General Phillips was 
present with his attorney, General Ansell. 
It was brought out that the opposition had 
been holding a number of secret meetings 
and that it was confident that it had 
sufficient votes in the executive committee 
to force the retirement of General Phillips. 
Much to the surprise of those against 
General Phillips on the board, his attorney 
called attention to the laws under which 
the association as a corporation is organ- 
ized, in which it was set forth that an 
officer of the association could not. be 
removed without a trial. 

The trial, which extended through two 
days, developed some sensations, and it is 
said vindicated General Phillips. An at- 
tempt was made to create the impression 
that General Phillips was receiving pay for 
mysterious services. These services, it was 
shown, consisted of writing a series of 
articles on rifle practice and kindred sub- 
jects. General Phillips had been employed 
by some arms company to write these 
articles, for which he received pay in addi- 
tion to his salary as secretary of the 
association. When all the facts were laid 
before the board the charges were with- 
drawn. 

The board went further and passed a 
resolution to the effect that the proceedings 
should not be given out with the evident 
purpose of not doing an injustice to Gen- 
eral Phillips by any publicity in the 
matter. 

This action, however, was not satisfac- 
tory to Maj. Gen. Fred C. Ainsworth, 
U.S.A., Ret., who tendered his resignation 
as vice-president of the association. At 
the same time Senator F. E. Warren, pres- 
ident of the association, through a letter 
to General Ainsworth, submitted his resig- 
nation. Although it was stated in the 
accounts published that Senator Warrens’ 
resignation was the result of the investiga- 
tion, this is denied by the Senator. The 
Senator's resignation had been sent to Gen- 
eral Ainsworth previous to the charges 
made against General Phillips, and as the 
Senator stated, he had no knowledge of the 
matter. The Senator's official duties are 
of such nature that he desired to be re- 
lieved as head of the association. 


CLIFFORD-JONES CASE 


HE decision of the Court of Claims in 

the Clifford-Jones case, involving the 
question as to whether the rent for quar- 
ters should be included in the income-tax 
returns of officers of the Services, has been 
referred by the Department of Justice to 
the Income Tax Bureau of the Treasury 
Department. The income-tax experts are 
now making a study of the effect of the 
decision, not only on military and naval 
services but on the civil establishment. 
When this report is made to the Solicitor 
General he will determine whether to 
recommend to the Attorney General an 
appeal of the case to the Supreme Court. 

There is no question but that the de- 
cision of the Court of Claims was a rude 
shock to the Department of Justice. The 
attorneys in the department are not agreed 
as to the effect of the decision. Some of 
them believe that it will affect the civil 
establishment, where the Government fur- 
nishes houses for its officials. 

Although the income-tax bureau has not 
made a formal report to the Solicitor Gen- 
eral, it was indicated at the bureau that 
the case will be appealed. This was done 
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when officers were refused copies of the 
form upon which claims for. a refund for 
taxes paid before the Clifford-Jones de- 
cision. Except in cases in which waivers 
are filed prior to June 1, 1925, for the 
year of 1919, refunds are barred by the 
statute for taxes paid in 1919. Officers 
were advised to secure blank forms for the 
immediate filing of claims, pending final 
decision in the case. At the bureau it was 
stated that there had been too many appli- 
eations for these forms and that the case 
would be appealed. 


NEW AIR POLICY 


T is altogether probable that an an- 

nouncement of the War Department's 
new Air Service policy will be made in 
the first week of June. The General Staff 
has about completed its study and is fram- 
ing its recommendations. 

As indicated previously in these columns, 
the policy that will be recommended for 
the development of the Air Service will 
follow to a certain extent that of the 
Navy. Not only will the cadets receive 
more instructions at the Academy but a 
system for the instruction of pilots and 
observers will be developed. There will 
also be certain requirements in aviation 
for officers who come to the Army from the 
National Guard, Organized Reserves and 
civil life. 

LAUDERDALE CASE 


HE Government appears to have gone 

a step too far in its policy of delay in 
trying Service cases before the Court of 
Claims, according to a motion which has 
been filed by Ansell and Bailey in that 
court. The attorneys filed the brief in the 
case of Capt. C. E. Lauderdale, U.S.A., 
Ret., on January 15, 1925, and the limit 
of the law for the Government to answer 
was March 15. Up to this time the Gov- 
ernment has not filed its answer, and 
General Ansell went into court last week 
and made a motion for immediate trial. 
The motion places the Government in the 
attitude of not complying with rules of 
the court. 

This was the original case filed by 
Ansell and Bailey to test the Comptroller 
General's decision to the effect that retired 
officers were not entitled to credit for 
active duty while serving as inspectors at 
colleges, ° 

After the case had been filed in the court 
two years subsequent to the rendering of 
the decision of the Comptroller General, 
the War Department recommended legisla- 
tion for the relief of officers who would 
come under the Lauderdale case. The 
legislation was passed at the last session 
of Congress. 

As far as known, all of the other officers 
in the Lauderdale class have been given 
credit for their services as military in- 
structors. The War Department refuses to 
give Captain Lauderdale credit for all of 
his service, and it is necessary for him to 
continue to prosecute his case in the Court 
of Claims. 

BIG DAY FOR ’98, U.S.M.A. 


M AY 15 was a notable day for the West 
Point Class of ‘98 in the War De- 
partment, as one of its members was Act- 
ing Secretary of War and the other Act- 
ing Chief of Staff. Through the absence 
of the Secretary of War, the Assistant 
Secretary of War, the Chief of Staff and 
Deputy Chief of Staff, Adjutant General 
Davis became Acting Secretary of War. 
This chain of successions not only ad- 
vanced General Davis, who is a member 
of the class of ’98, to the head of the War 
Department for the time being, but also 
brought up another member of the class, 
Brig. Gen. Fox Conner to the head of the 
General Staff. 


NAVY RADIO COMMUNICATION 


XCEPTIONALLY good results have 

recently been obtained by the Navy 
Department in its radio communication, 
according to the report of Capt. Ridley 
McLean, U.S.N. This has been especially 
true in the tests that have been made with 
the Seattle and Los Angeles. 

The communications from the Seattle at 
night have been heard for two or three 
hours at a distance of over 5,000 miles. It 
is stated that the high-frequency tests be- 
tween the Seattle, Mare Island and Wash- 
ington and back have been quite successful. 
From 8 to 10 hours at night communica- 
tions have been almost perfect between 
Honolulu, Mare Island and Washington. 
A regular schedule is now being main- 
tained. 

The Los Angeles’ broadcasting on her 
recent trip over Philadelphia was a great 
success. No official reports from it have 








been received, but two telephone messages 
from Baltimore state that it was very sue- 
cessful. It is planned to use the Los 
Angeles’ telephone broadeast again, when- 
ever she makes a trip. 


THE BALTIC SOCIETY 


HAT will be an organizing banquet of 

a Baltie Society will take place at 
the Metropolitan Club, Washington, D. C., 
on May 28. Captain Finch, who com- 
manded the British steamer Baltic when 
General Pershing and his staff sailed for 
Europe to make preparations for sending 
the A.E.F. overseas, will make a trip 
from London, England, to be a guest of 
honor on the occasion. 

There were 53 officers in General Persh- 
ing’s party who went overseas as the first 
contingent of the A.E.F. The entire party, 
including enlisted men and civilians, num- 
bered about 200. The plans are to make 
the entire 200 eligible for membership in 
the Baltic Society. There have been'a 
number of celebrations of the memorable 
trip, but no organized society exists. 


DOCUMENTS FOR RESERVE OFFICERS 


QNE of the most provoking features of 
the economy policy of the Government 
hurtful to the War Department is the lack 
of authority and funds to purchase Govern- 
ment documents for the Reserve officers. 
Reserve officers who are studying for pro- 
motion are constantly making demands for 
copies of regulations and other documents 
which the War Department is unable to 
supply to them. 

This grows out of a provision of the 
appropriation bill which does not authorize 
the War Department to purchase docu- 
ments from the Publie Printer. The War 
Department, if it had the funds, under the 
construction that has been given to the 
provision, might purchase the documents 
from a private concern, if any were printed 
by them. However, the limitation that has 
been placed on the appropriation bill pro- 
vides that the Reserve officers’ appropria- 
tions cannot be extended for printing and 
publications. The department issues a 
limited number to the corps area command- 
ers, who issue them to the Reserve officers, 
although they are purchased out of Regu- 
lar Army funds. This does not supply the 
demands and needs of the Reserve officers. 


CONDITION OF MR. WEEKS 


HERE is nothing in the condition of 

Secretary Weeks which justifies the 
alarming reports which were published in 
some of the daily papers. The Secretary, 
it is stated, is steadily recovering, and the 
physicians do not anticipate any. develop- 
ments of a serious nature. He now goes 
out on auto rides. : 

In a week or so the Secretary will leave 
Washington for a short rest, after which 
he expects to resume his duties in the War 
Department. Mr. Weeks plans to take a 
good rest during the Summer, so that he 
will be in a condition to take up his work 
with Congress when it convenes. He will 
probably go over the War Department's 
budget before it reaches its final stages. 
There is no doubt that he will be needed 
in the fight that will develop in resisting 
drastic cuts in Army appropriations. 
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ORD. RESERVE TO TRAIN 
IN ARSENALS AND CAMPS 


UMEROUS training courses have been 
arranged at the various arsenals and 
camps for officers of the Ordnance Reserve. 
During May and June, 1925, training 
courses will be held at Watertown, Water- 
vliet and Frankford Arsenals and_ the 
Springfield Armory from May 31 to June 
14. A few officers will be assigned to San 
Antonio Arsenal, the Ordnance Office, 
Washington, D. <.. and the Ordnance Dis- 
trict offices. A course is being conducted 
at the Presidio of San Francisco, Calif., 
which began May 10 and ends May 24. 
Commanding officers of Ordnance estab- 
lishments, chiefs of district offices and 
chiefs of the divisions of the Washington 
office will be asked to recommend Reserve 


‘officers for training either at Aberdeen 


Proving Ground, August 2-16, or at Rock 
Island Arsenal from August 16-30. Re- 
serve officers desiring such training are 
urged to notify their places of assignment 
immediately. 

The training courses at both Aberdeen 
Proving Ground and Rock Island Arsenal 
are basic courses applicable to all Ord- 
nance Reserve officers, and are for the pur- 
pose of giving the officers a general knowl- 
edge of the various kinds of materiel fur- 
nished by the Ordnance Department. 

The camps at Rock Island and Aber- 
deen will be as similar as it is possible 
to make them. At Aberdeen instruction 


will be given in bombs and bombing 
and other related subjects, the materiel 
to be studied largely from the stand- 


point of construction and test. At Rock 
Island the instruction will cover, for the 
most part, materiel from the standpoint of 
manutacture and construction.

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AMMUNITION TEST FOR 
ANNUAL MATCHES HELD 


HE test for the selection of ammunition 

for the national and _ international 
matches was held at Aberdeen Proving 
Ground, April 23 and 24, the Remington 
Arms Co., Western Cartridge Co., Win- 
chester Repeating Arms Co. and Frankford 
Arsenal competing. 

The test was carried out in such a way 
that each lot submitted by the various 
companies would be fired in the same 
Mann barrels and in the same rests as 
each other lot of the other competitors, 
Each competitor submitted two lots of 300- 
meter international match ammunition and 
each company, except, Winchester Repeat- 
ing Arms Co., submitted two lots for the 
1,000-yard Palma, Winchester submitting 
only one lot. 

In the international match test 24 tar- 
gets were fired with each lot. The win- 
ning lot was decided by the smallest mean 
figure of merit. The figure of merit for 
each target was the mean of the extreme 
horizontal and extreme vertical. In the 
1,000-yard Palma test 32 targets were fired 
with each lot. 

In order to select the winner of the 
Palma ammunition, the board decided that 
the four lots of ammunition having the 
greatest value of mean radius would be 
eliminated and the three remaining lots 
would be again compared with each other 
in the total number of targets common to 
all three. 

The following results as to mean radius 
were based on the measurement of the 26 
targets: 

F. A. No. 3, 4.46 inches; Remington No, 
2, 4.56 inches; F. A. No. 4, 4.99 inches: 
Remington No. 1, 5.39 inches; Western 
No. 3, 5.76 inches; Western No. 4, 6.73 
inches ; and Winchester No. 1, 7.39 inches, 

After the elimination of the four lowest 
lots the following is the result of the mean 
radii figures of the three highest lots based 
on 31 targets: Remington No. 2, 4.656 
inches; F. A. No. 3, 4.682 inches: and 
F. A. No. 4, 4.92 inches. 

The board decided the two highest lots 
had virtually tied. This decision was con- 
sidered all the more nec essary in view of 
the fact that the two lots were fired in 
different relays and while they each had 
one target eliminated, the target eliminat- 
ing F. A. No. 3 was a 9-shot target, while 
the target eliminating Remington No. 2 
was a 2-shot target. 

Sixteen additional targets were fired and 
the following was the mean radii for the 
47 targets fired for the two highest lots: 
F. A. No. 3, 4.43 inches, and Remington 
No. 2, 4.57 inches. 

Frankford Arsenal No. 
declared the winner. 

The results of the international match 
test in terms of figure of merit were as 
follows: F. A. No. 2, 2.11 inches; Reming- 
ton No. 4, 2.36 inches; Western No. 1. 
2.44 inches: Remington No. 3, 2.50 inches: 
F. A. No. 1, 2.53 inches; Western No. 2 
2.65 inches; Winchester No. 302, 3.12 
inches; Winchester No. 301, 3.88 inches 

Frankford Arsenal No. 2 having the 
smallest figure of merit was declared the 
winner.

FINANCE DEPARTMENT 


I* a recent decision rendered by the 
Comptroller General of the United 
States with respect to the acceptance of 
certificates of Government contracting offi- 
cers as to’ the authority of agents to bind 
corporations for which they purport to act 
when such agents undertake to sign con- 
tracts or agreements entered into between 
such corporations and such Government 
contracting officers acting for and on be- 
half of the United States, it was decided 
by the comptroller that the “present re- 
quirement as to an affirmative formal 
showing with respect to all contracts in 
excess of $500 may be somewhat relaxed,” 
and that hereafter the requirement will 
be held to apply to contracts of $1,000 or 
less. 

Heretofore it has been required of an 
agent to affirmatively establish his author- 
ity to bind the corporation for which he 
purports to act, the usual method in the 
establishment of this authority being by 
filing with the contract extracts from the 
articles of incorporation, by-laws, or the 
minutes of the board of directors, duly cer- 
tified by the custodian of such records un- 
der the corporate seal. Provision was 
given under decisions of January 21, 1924; 
February 4, 1924; and July 10, 1924, “that 
an affirmative showing in each instance of 
the authority of the agent to bind the cor- 
poration would not be insisted upon in 
those cases in which the Government con- 
tracting officer certified, with respect to 
contracts of $500 or less entered into with 
such agents * * *,” 

There appears to 





have been some mis- 
understanding in the application of the 
above-mentioned decisions in that the re- 
quirement has been sought to be exacted 
with respect to bids or proposals. In con- 
cluding his decision, the Comptroller Gen- 
eral said: 


“It is the policy of this office not to 


exact of the departments .or  establish- 
ments of the Government, or those who 
have dealings with said departments or 
establishments any requirement which is 


not necessary to protect or safeguard the 
interests of the United States. Therefore, 


the matter as to the extent to which this 
office may safely go in relaxing the re- 
quirement as to an affirmative formal 


showing of the authority of agents to bind 
the corporations which they purport to 
represent has been the subject of observa- 
tion and investigation. It is believed that 
the present requirement as to an affirma- 
tive formal showing with respect to all 
contracts in excess of $500 may be some- 
what relaxed. 

“Hereafter the requirement of such 
affirmative formal showing will not be ex- 
acted as to contracts of $1,000 or less. 
However, the requirement of the decisions 
cited, supra, as to a certificate by the 
Government contracting officer covering 
contracts of $500 or less, hereafter will 
- held to apply to contracts of $1,000 or 
ess.

NOTEWORTHY accomplishment of 

Army Engineers which will give Wash- 
ington an unfailing. water supply and 
freedom from fear of a water famine will 
be completed late this Summer, when the 
new conduit will be put into service. The 
old conduit, which also was largely the 
work of the Army, has served the Capital 
City more than half a century. Building 
the conduit has been carried on under the 
direction of Maj. James O'Connor, U.S.A. 
Engr. Corps. Completion of the work will 
permit beautification of the Potomac River 
drive from Washington to Great Falls. 


OME difficulty has been experienced in 

the past in selecting properly qualified 
graduates of the Blue Course for Reserve 
commissions in the Engineers, says the 
Military Engineer. It has been found that, 
while the students had successfully com- 
pleted the military work required of them 
in camp, many of them did not have either 
an engineering education or technical foun- 
dation which would qualify them for com- 
missions in a technical branch. 

In order that this situation may not 
continue, it is expected that new regula- 
tions will shortly be published which will 
include the following provisions: 

1. Object of the Blue Course. 

a. To qualify selected warrant officers 
and enlisted men of the Regular Army, Na- 
tional Guard and Enlisted Reserve Corps, 
who have completed the White Course or 
who have had military training equivalent 
thereto, for service as second lieutenants. 

b. To train selected civilians who have 
completed the White Course, or who have 
had military training equivalent thereto, 
with a view to their eventual qualification 
as officers of the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
after further training by an enlistment in 
the Regular Army, National Guard or En- 
listed Reserve Corps and pursuit of such 
courses of study as may be prescribed. 

2. Qualifications for Admission to the 
Blue Course. 


Warrant officers, enlisted men and 
selected civilians who are physically fitted 
for commissions in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps. who have passed their nineteenth 
birthday, and who are not over 31 years 
of age may be accepted for this course. 

They must have a_ high-school educa- 
tion or its equivalent and, for technical 
branches, the necessary technical educa- 
tion. They must also have the personality, 
appearance, tact, bearing, and general 
adaptability which will fit them, after fur- 
ther training, to be officers of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps. 

The end of the White Course is the 
point where all candidates not considered 
officer material should cease to be consid- 
ered for further advancement until defi- 
ciencies are overcome. 

Selected civilians may attend the Blue 
Course when they can fulfill the above 
requirements and have conformed with the 
provisions of the paragraph below. 

3. Civilians in the Blue Course. Civil- 
ians accepted for the Blue Course should 
be exceptionally well qualified and should 
have signed a statement that it is their 
intention to qualify for a commission by 
enlisting in the Regular Army, National 
Guard or Enlisted Reserve Corps, and by 
pursuing such a course of further study 
as may be prescribed. Civilians on grad- 
uation from the Blue Course will not be 
recommended for commissions unless they 
have had or until they shall have had at 
least one year’s service in the Regular 
Army, National Guard or Organized Re- 
serves except as provided in paragraph 
17g (7) below. (Paragraph 17g (7) pro- 
vides that R.O.T.C. students completing 
the Blue Course be commissioned in the 
O.R.C. only through the regular channels 
of the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps.) 

4. Physical Requirements of Applicants. 
For admission to the Blue Course the 
physical standards will be those prescribed 
for commission in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps. 


COAST ARTILLERY CORPS 


RDERS have been placed for the man- 

ufacture of 26 shoulder rests for the

AN order has been placed for the manu- 
facture of 26 long-range antiaircraft 
machine-gun sights for the caliber .30 anti- 
aircraft gun and for 24 long-range anti- 
aircraft sights for the caliber .50 anti- 
aircraft machine gun, model of 1921. 


VETERINARY SERVICE 


HE first history of the Veterinary Serv- 

ice, recently compiled by Capt. Horace 
S. Eakins, V.C., who is now an instructor 
at the Army Veterinary School, Army 
Medical Center, Washington, D. C., ap- 
pears in the May Veterinary Bulletin. 
This history, which gives in detail a_his- 
tory of the corps, contains many interest- 
ing features and excerpts from old orders 
and regulations, and will be presented in 
four installments. The compilation begins 
with the Revolutionary War, a search of 
the records failing to reveal any veterinary 
surgeon as being on duty with the armed 
forces of the United States from this time 
up to 18385. From this time up to the 
close of the Civil War. the Army pos- 
sessed few regular veterinarians, there be- 
ing only six in the Regular Establishment 
in 18638. 

Under General Orders No. 52, dated May 
31, 1S77, provision was made for the ap- 
pointment by the Secretary of War for 
veterinary surgeons of Cavalry regiments. 
Under act of Congress the Cavalry and 
Artillery Schools were authorized in 1887 
to be established at Ft. Riley, Kans., and 
General Orders No. 6, 1896, prescribed 
hippology, horseshoeing ‘and stable manage- 
ment to be included in the curriculum. 
veterinarian was detailed for duty with the 
school at this time. 

Extracts from the first installment are 
as follows: 





“The history of the present Veterinary Corps 
dates from the approval of the National Defense 
Act, June 3, 1916. Section 16 of this act au- 
thorized assistant veterinarians and veterina- 
rians. Assistant veterinarians were given the 
rank, pay and allowance of second lieutenants 
for the first 5 years of service, and of first 
lieutenants from 5 to 15 years. They then 
became veterinarians with rank, pay and al- 
lowances of captains until 20 years of service, 
when they became majors. They were to be 
assigned to duty with mounted organizations 
as inspectors of horses and mules and as in- 
spectors of meats, and constituted the Veter- 
inary Corps which was specified as a part of 
the Medical Department. Veterinarians then 
in the service were authorized to be transferred 
to the new Veterinary Corps on passing .the 
required examinations, or if found physically 
disqualified to be retired. Such number of Re- 
serve veterinarians as were needed to attend 
animals in the Quartermaster corrals were au- 
thorized, the same to constitute a list of eli- 
gibles for commissioned grades. 

“This legislation marked the culmination of 
the efforts of leading members of the profession 
in this country to obtain adequate recognition 
through the establishment of a commissioned 
status for veterinarians in the Army which had 
extended over a period of 32 years. Indeed, 
few civilian veterinarians realized the impor- 
tance of this step, and the indifference and in- 
ability to agree on united action was for a long 
time reflected in the apathy of Congress.” 


A§ of May 19 a total of 13 applications 
had been received from candidates who 
have indicated their desire to take the ap- 
proaching examinations for appointment to 
the Veterinary Service of the Regular Es- 
tablishment, which will begin June 18 and 
conclude June 24, for the purpose of fill- 
ing the four existing vacancies in this 
corps. 

The four successful applicants will be 
tendered commissions and on September 1 
will take up a six months’ course of in- 
struction at the Army Veterinary School, 
Army Medical Center, which will embrace 
all veterinary subjects, meat and dairy 
products and forage inspections. Upon 
the completion of this instruction they will 
proceed to the Field Service School at Car- 
lisle Barracks, Pa., where they will take 
up the organization and tactics of separate 
branches, military law, military hygiene, 
mobilization, inspection and reviews, equip- 
ment, tent pitching, litter drill and ambu- 
lance loading, transportation, organization 
and tactics of the Medical Department, and 
numerous other subjects. Upon the com- 
pletion of this course, the student officers 
will be assigned to duty in the Regular 
Establishment.

INELIGIBILITY RULING 

Horses entered in Classes 28 and 29 will 
be considered ineligible for entrance in

include cadet competition. 

The following rules on judging will be 
in force:

ARMY LEAVES ABROAD 


HE War Department recently an- 

nounced that an officer who receives 
leave of absence while on foreign service, 
such leave expiring on the same date as 
the officer's foreign service tour and is 
authorized to return to the United States 
to complete his foreign service, will not be 
allowed to report for duty at any post or 
station in the corps area prior to the 
expiration of the leave granted without 
such cases being referred to the War De- 
partment before the officer is placed on 
duty. The fact that an officer has been 
granted leave by an overseas department 
commander indicates that such officer is 


under the control of such commander until 
the date the leave expires. 





With THE NATIONAL GUARD 





IN a decision rendered April 10, 1925, 
the Comptroller General held that a 
National Guard enlisted man who was dis- 
charged to accept a commission as second 
lieutenant (which he accepted the following 
day) and who was not federally recog- 
nized as second lieutenant until more than 
a month after his discharge, was not en- 
titled to armory drill pay either as an 
enlisted man or as a second lieutenant dur- 
ing the period between the date of his 
discharge as an enlisted man and the date 
of his Federal recognition as a second 
lieutenant. 


EGULATIONS now in force provide 
that payments for rental of quarters 
for enlisted men of the Regular Army de- 
tailed with the National Guard may be 
made from Militia Bureau funds at a cost 


not to exceed $35 per month. All ser- 
geant instructors now on duty with the 


National Guard who are renting quarters 
at a cost of more than $30 (the former 
rate) should forward throu gh channels ap- 
plication for rental of quarters occupied 
at the increased rate. Attention is in- 
vited to National Guard Regulations No. 
64, covering this subject. The provisions 
of this regulation are not retroactive and 
no payments at the rate of $35 per month 
will be made without specific authority 
therefor. 


ri a circular letter to the National Guard 
of the several states published here in 
part, Maj. Gen. George C. Rickards, Chief 
of the Militia Bureau, outlined the instruc- 
tions concerning the — ipation of the 
National Guard in the National Matches, 
1925. 

“It is desired that each state having Feder- 
ally recognized units of the National Guard be 
represented by a National Guard team at the 
national matches. Officers of grades higher than 
captain will not be eligible as shooting mem- 
bers or as range officers. The team captain 
and team coach, if practicable, shall not be 
above the grade of major. Officers of grades 
higher than those for particular duties other 
than shooting members or range officers, as 
stated herein, will not be authorized to par- 
ticipate in the National Matches, unless a 
special exception in each case be made by the 


Chief, Militia Bureau. In order that such 
exceptions may receive consideration, the rea- 
sons therefor must be fully presented and must 
be based on very unusual and important con- 
ditions. No team member can be authorized to 
participate at a lower rate of pay than that 
of the grade which he holds, even though he 
may be willing to do so. Attention is invited 
to paragraphs 484, 486 and 487 (Changes No. 
13) National Guard Regulations, which govern 
state rifle competitions, and the selection of 
state national rifle teams. 

“Each team shall consist of fifteen members 
(one team captain, one team coach, one range 
officer, ten principals and two alternates) who 
will be selected and appointed by the governors 
of the respective states, and announced in for- 
mal orders. The range officer will be directed 
to report, in person, to the Executive Officer, 
national matches, at Camp Perry, Ohio, on Sep- 
tember 2, 1925, for the purpose of receiving 
instructions in the duties pertaining to range 


operation and, thereafter, they will perform 
those duties until the completion of the 
matches or unless sooner relieved by proper 
authority. 


“Unless already submitted in compliance with 
a letter from this office dated April 16, 1925, 
(National Matches and Schools), it is impor- 
tant that the Adjutant General of each state 
advise promptly the Chief, Militia Bureau, as 
to whether or not a state rifle team will be 
sent to the national matches. Tentative de- 
tailed estimates of funds required to cover au- 
thorized expenses for the participation of 
such teams in the National Matches, 1925 (in- 
cluding those made by Camp Finance and 
Transportation Officers), will be submitted at 
the earliest practicable date, but in no case 
later than July 15, in order that funds may be 
promptly reserved for the purpose. The esti- 
mates mentioned above will be forwarded to 
this office, through the Corps Area Command- 
ers concerned. 

“All questions concerning civilian or school 
teams and state military teams, other than 
National Guard, should be addressed to the 
‘Executive Officer, National Matches, 1925,’ at 
1629 Tempo Bldg., No. 5, Washington, D. C., 
until July 15, thereafter at Camp Perry, Ohio. 

“Tt is requested that the information con- 
tained herein be communicated, as soon as 
practicable, to all team captains selected for 
State rifle teams. 

“Immediately upon the designation of each 
team captain, his name, rank, organization 
and address should be sent to the ‘Executive 
Officer, National Matches, 1925,’ at 1629 Tempo 
Bldg., No. 5, Washington, D. C.”

On a wreath of the colors 
(argent and azure) the Lexington Minute Man 
proper (H. H. Kitson’s statue on Lexington 
Common). 

Motto: Pax sed Honor (Peace but honor). 

Symbolism:: Under authority of Section 3A, 
National Defense Act, the 60lst Artillery 
C.A.C., was constituted a unit of the Organized 
Reserves in May, 1923, having no previous his- 
tory. 

The winged lion in red (the established color 
of artillery facings) represents power combined 
with speed, and so characterizes the regiment, 
which is a unit of railway heavy artillery. Its 
sitting posture denotes readiness to rise for ac- 
tion when required, thus symbolizing the fact 
that the regiment is assigned to G.H.Q, ar- 
tillery reserve. 

The gold chevron surcharged with three red 
stars is emblematic of the fact that 76 percent 
of the personnel completing the regiment’s ini- 
tial peace-time cadre was composed of veterans 
from the three components of the Army, all of 


whom had artillery service during the World 
War. 

The mottu is significant of the Reserve char- 
acter of this unit—although preferring peace, 
it is determined to fight for the national honor 
if required.

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MR. WYANT’S WILD SCHEME 


HE desire of Representative Adam M. 

Wyant, of the 31st Congressional Dis- 
trict of Pennsylvania, to secure legislation 
in Congress which will remove all river 
and harbor improvements from the juris- 
diction of the Corps of Engineers and con- 
fine its activities wholly to fortification 
work is a measure that cannot be too 
strongly condemned. 

Of course, the announced plans of Mr. 
Wyant, which he says he desires to have 
pushed aggressively in Congress, can be 
looked upon as nothing less than a political 
move, despite his rosy colored statement 
that by transferring the river and harbor 
work to publie works the public good will 
be served. 

It might well be asked how the public 
good could be better served in river and 
harbor work than it has been under the 
Corps of Engineers of the United States 
Army. This work, as history proves, has 
been entirely free from politics, which se 
frequently goes hand in hand with graft. 
favoritism and extravagance, and is very 
often a premium on inetliciency. 

The work of the Corps of Engineers in 
the improvement of rivers and harbors, the 
building of the Panama Canal and other 
great works, stand out as a monument of 
efficiency at the lowest possible cost, and 
represents good honest work, and the sur- 
mounting of untold difficulties, some of 
which were considered almost impossible 
to overcome, 

Such a change as advocated by Mr. 
Wyant would be striking at one of the 
main foundations of our national defense. 
The Army Engineers must be trained not 
only to construct fortifications and as first- 
rate combat troops but they must be 
trained in time of peace in construction 
work of every conceivable variety and im- 
portance, including railroad building, road 
construction, dredging. bridge building, 
construction of dams and reservoirs, ete., 
so as to be able to better utilize this 
knowledge in time of war. 

The magnitude of the work of all 
descriptions which our Engineers and also 
those of our allies had to perform in 
France and Belgium is little known to the 
general public, but without the Engineers 
our Army would have been powerless. 

Should the United States be involved in 
future wars, the Engineers would be con- 
fronted with even greater problems than 
they had to overcome in the World War. 
It follows then that to take away from 
them in time of peace the great variety of 
work they are actually performing for the 
public good, and so valuable to their train- 
ing, would certainly invite disaster in time 
of war. 

There are undoubtedly a number of level- 
headed Congressmen who will realize the 
truth of this, and we feel confident that 
these level-headed men will rally in suffi- 
cient numbers to effectively block the 


aspirations of Mr. Wyant.

W.A.S., FT. BLISS, TEX.—Q. Can a soldier 
who has completed 20 years in the Army 
discharged for the purpose of entering the Sol- 
diers’ Home, under the provisions of paragraph 
139 A.R., even though he is in good health? 

A. Relative to admission to the U. S. Soldiers’ 
Home, paragraph 37 of the General Regulations, 
U. S. Soldiers’ Home, reads in part as follows: 

“37. The following persons are eligible for ad- 
mission to the U. S. Soldiers’ Home, Washing- 
ton, D. C.: 

“First. Every soldier, active, retired, or dis- 
charged, of the Army of the United States who 
has had some service as an enlisted man in the 
Regular Army, or who has served, or may serve, 
honestly and faithfully, 20 years or more: Pro- 
vided, That in computing the necessary 20 years’ 
time all active service in the Army (which in- 
cludes service in the Regular Army, Volunteer 
Army, National Army, U. S. Guards, or Na- 
tional Guard called or drafted into the Federal 
service) shall be credited. Service in the Navy, 
Marine Corps, or as a commissioned officer can 
not be counted. 

“Second. Every soldier, active or discharged, 
of the Army of the United States (which in- 
cludes service in the Regular Army, Volunteer 
Army, National Army, U. S. Guards, or Na- 
tional Guard called or drafted into the Federal 
service, who has had some service as an en- 
listed man in the Regular Army, rendered in- 
capable of earning his own livelihood by reason 
of disease or wounds incurred in the military 
service of the United States and in line of duty 
and not the result of his own misconduct.

Please tell me through the columns of your 
paper my standing in the class of October, 1924, 
for promotion to the grade of Sergeant, Medi- 
cal Department (Medical and Dental Service) ? 

A. You were not recommended for promotion 
by the local board. 

F FORT SILL, OKLA.—Q. “A” claims, 
referring to retreat, that a band leader warrant 
officer must stand all band and orchestra cere- 
monies and must stand retreats except in case 
of sickness or on leave. “B” claims that a 
warrant officer band leader does not have to 
stand retreat with his band up to the com- 
manding officer. Who is correct? 

A warrant officer (band leader) is a mem- 
ber of the band and as such should be present 
with his organization at all formations unless 
excused by proper authority. The regulations 
for the band, formations, ceremonies, etc., which 
will appear under A.R. 135-15, will be published 
by the War Department in the near future. 

J.B.J., ST. LOUIS, MO.—Q. I served with 
the 12th U.S. Infantry in 1899 to 1901, and re- 
quest information regarding pensions granted to 
Spanish-American soldiers. 

A. For all matters pertaining to pensions, sug- 
gest that you communicate with the Commis- 
sioner of Pensions, Pension Bureau, Washing- 
ton, D. C., giving your complete service in so 
far as possible.. 

SGT. J.T... DETROIT, MICH.—Q. “A” claims 
that enlisted men discharged by purchase 1914 
stays out; in 1917 enters the Officers Training 
Camp as a civilian and is commissioned. Dis- 
charged as commissioned officer in 1919; reen- 
lists five months later, would draw warrant of- 
ficers’ pay on retirement. “B’” ’claims that he 
would not. Who is correct? 

A. If the present law remains unchanged, he 
would be entitled to warrant officers’ pay upon 
retirement. 

WASHINGTON, MD.—Q. What 
date did Company E, 17th Infantry, arrive in 
Cuba, and the date of their departure therefrom 
for the United States? 

A. This organization arrived in Cuba October

LINE AND STAFF TITLES 
To THE EpITor: 

he recent renewal of the famous line 

and staff agitation is most timely. For 
some years the confusion which resulted 
from the war obscured this vital question. 
Vital, because it is one of those straws 
that eventually breaks the camei’s back. 

It is undoubtedly true that, whereas 
line officers do not resent the use of purely 
seagoing titles by staff officers, they never- 
theless do not stand on the quarterdeck 
and give three rousing cheers when they 
hear of another “Admiral” in any staff 
corps. 

It stands to reason that when a civilian 
hears of someone addressed as Admiral 
Blank or Captain Dash of the Navy, he 
does not visualize an expert accountant 
or a_ well-trained surgeon, even though 
these, in their respective branches, may be 
of equal attainments with an officer of the 
line. 

Hence, when Rear Admiral Sea Dust, 
of some Staff Corps, gives his weighty (7%) 
opinion on sea strategy and tactics through 
our voracious daily press, although his 
words may be discounted by his brother 
officers they are accepted as the Navy view 
by numerous uninformed civilians. These 
may not cut a big swath in Navy circles, 
but they are uninformed voters. who vote. 
throngh Congress, on Navy appropriations. 

Just why some staff officers should be 
so unxious to retain titles they do not 
warrant is a question which is puzzling. 
A Pay Director or Medical Director is 
certainly more appropriate and not a whit 
less dignified than Captain. 

From the earliest times, in fact up to 
the time, the Hon. Josephus Daniels made 
his notorious ruling, when someone was 
introduced as captain or lieutenant of the 
Navy, you could rest assured you were 
addressing an officer who knew something 
about ships. 

It is really time some definite action 
was taken to rectify the situations such 


misnaming is constantly causing. Let us 
call a “spade a spade” and not a “blank- 
blank shovel.”

TRIBUTE TO GENERAL MURRAY 
To Tue Epiror: 
Q* the beautiful slopes of Arlington, 

overlooking the historic amphithenter. 
there were laid to rest with full military 
honors, on May 15, 1925. the mortal re- 
mains of Maj. Gen. Arthur Murray, 
U.S.A... Ret.. thus closing the career of a 
most distinguished officer, whose great tal- 
ents and indefatigable energy touched and 
dominated so many military activities dur- 
ing his long and useful service in the 
Army. 

It would be no small task adequately 
to describe in outline merely the various 
duties which General Murray performed 
in his brilliant career. He served through 
his lower grades in the Ist United States 
Artillery at a time when the artillery 
arm had little incentive to make progress. 
The materiel was obsolete, the garrisons 
small and scattered, the hope for promo- 
tion an idle dream. Many able officers 
accepted the conditions and drifted with 
the ebbing military tide; not so with Gen- 
eral Murray. We tind him the honor man 
of the Artillery School in 1880, where he 
met and married the charming helpmeet of 
his after life; as instructor in philosophy 
at his Alma Mater from 1881-86 he made 
au name for his great teaching ability and 
his instinct for improvement of whatever 
he touched. Serving with batteries of his 
regiment from time to time, he was called 
to various important staff assignments. 
His legal sense and his love of orderly 
procedure caused him to write a “Manual 
for Courts-Martial” on which the later 
publications were based. He was also ad- 
mitted to the bar, United States Cireuit 
Court, St. Louis, Mo. Back with the Ar- 
tillery again, from 1891-96 he devoted him- 
self to a wide range of military subjects 
varying from “Mathematics for Gunners” 
to the design of Ft. Haneock, N 

The outbreak of the Spanish War saw 
the increase of the Artillery, and General 
Murray thus got his captainey. 

In August, 1899, he was appointed 
colonel 48d Infantry, U.S.V.. and organ- 
ized his regiment. He took it to the Phil- 
ippines and for two years led it in active 
service against the insurrectos. For this 
he was recommended for brevet brigadier 
general for “Exceptionally meritorious 
service in the field.” Fortunate it was for 
the Artillery, when it was charged with 
the submarine-mine defense then turned 
over from the Engineers, that Maj. Arthur 
Murray was selected to head the School 
of Submarine Defense at Ft. Totten. He 
built up one of the best equipped posts in 


the Army ; he made the school a model one: 
he devoted himself to the development of 
the new mine system; he was the father 
of the mine-planting boat service. 

Then, in 1905, came his appointment as 
brigadier general, Chief of Artillery. 4 
broader field of endeavor was opened up, 
The passionate desire to improve every. 
thing within his power became focused 
on all the activities of his corps. 

The Coast Artillery Corps under his 
guiding hand bore no resemblance to the 
few backward regiments that were scat- 
tered about piecemeal at the beginning of 
the Spanish-American War. General Mur. 


ray'’s great efficiency came to the atten- 
tion of the Presidents of the day. One of 
them said. “He has too much force and 


enterprise to be confined to one corps.” 
While Acting Chief of Staff and a mem- 
ber of the Board of Ordnance and Forti- 
fication, he was instrumental in recogniz- 
ing the military importance of the achieye- 
ments of the Wright brothers, and in ini- 
tiating the appropriations which resulted 
in the use of airplanes by the Army. 
Those fortunate officers who were closely 
associated with him realize how little jus- 
tice can be done to General Murray's quali- 


ties in such a brief account of his life: 
others saw his remarkable acahievements 
and felt he bore a magic wand; those 


near him saw his close attention to every 
detail of his work, his untiring tenacity 
of purpose, his strength, his optimism, his 
absolute denial of all possibility of failure 
in an undertaking. His staff always knew 
his dislike of inaccuracy and inaction; 
they always received his support and ap- 
preciation; they loved the kind and fath- 
erly friend and guide, who embodied so 
completely the finest combination of those 
qualities with which we clothe our ideal 
of the American Army officer. 

General Murray after his retirement set- 
tled in Washington, D. C., where he spent 
his final years in happy retirement with 
his family and his host of friends.  Gen- 
eral Murray is survived by his devoted wife 
(nee Sara Wetmore de Russy); his son, 


Maj. Maxwell Murray, F.A.; his daugh- 
ters, Sadie, wife of Maj. Conger Pratt, 
Air Service, and Carolyn, wife of Mr.

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BOOK REVIEWS 


COMMANDING AN AMERICAN ARMY, 
being recollections of the World War, by Maj. 
Gen. Hunter Liggett, U.S.A., Ret., formerly 
lieutenant general, U.S.A., published by Hough- 
ton Mifflin Co., of Boston; price $2. This work 
is a valuable contribution: of historical events. 
The different chapters deal with the organiza- 
tion of the Ist American Army Corps, January 
to July, 1918, and its subsequent participation 
in the second Marne campaign; the Saint Mihiel 
campaign ; Meuse-Argonne campaign, and the 3d 
American Army (Army of Occupation) on the 
Rhine. The concluding chapter relates to some 
thoughts on military matters. There are a 
number of appendices relating to field orders, 
and four maps. 

Gen. Hunter Liggett was the great outstand- 
ing commander of American troops in the field. 
During the World War he had under him either 
in the Ist Corps or in the Ist Army nearly 
every one of the 30 or more American combat 
divisions which went to France. He was a 
pioneer in the organization and fighting of 
higher American combat units, and it was he 
who organized and led the Ist Army Corps to 
engage in battle in France under American 
high command, first on the Marne, later at 
Saint Mihiel and in the Meuse-Argonne, where 
it was Liggett’s corps that drove the Germans 
from the Argonne Forest. 

As commander of the Ist American Army 
during the later weeks of the war he com- 
manded a force of more than 1,000,000 men, the 
largest field army in the world. It was the 
corps and the divisions of Liggett’s army that 
reached the heights of Sedan on November 7, 
and it was his men who crossed the Meuse and 
broke eastward in the plain of the Woevre 
towards Germany during the days before the 
armistice. 

He participated in every major operation of 
the American forces in France, and rounded out 
his service of more than 18 months continuous 
activity by commanding the American Army of 
Occupation on the Rhine. 

His story is the highest American authority 
on the actual active operations of our troops in 
France so far published; a very clear, simple 
valuable account of great 


and permanently 
events, including two gigantic battles. 
FIELD ARTILLERY MANUAL, VOLUME 


ONE, by Ist Lt. Arthur R. Wilson, F.A., U.S.A., 
published by the Collegiate Press, George Banta 
Publishing Co., Menasha, Wis. 

The author of this book is a graduate of the 
Field Artillery Technical School, and is assist- 
ant professor of military science and tactics at 
the University of Missouri, and has written a 
compact, comprehensive book, covering various 
Field Artillery subjects. The need of such a 
work has long been felt, particularly among 
the field R.O.T.C. units, practically all of which, 
according to information received from officers 
on duty with the various units, will adopt the 
text this coming school year. 

Not only does Field Artillery Manual cover 
all the subjects prescribed by War Department 
orders for Field Artillery R.O.T.C. units but it 
also contains additional material which broadens 
its scope to include the essentials of what a 
battery commander should know, thus rounding 
out the Manual and making it answer the pur- 
pose of a general, all-around book, complete in 
itself, for Field Artillery officers of the Regular 
Army, National Guard and Organized Reserves. 

The introductory chapters of the book deal 
with the essentials of all military training— 
its object and advantages, deportment, courtesies, 
customs, setting-up exercises, hygiene, first aid, 
sanitation, marches, inspections, tent pitching, 
school of the soldier and squad, individual cook- 
ing, guard duty, command and leadership, indi- 
vidual equipment, and military policy and 
patriotism. The chapters on “Customs of the 
Service’’ and “Military Courtesy’’ were written 
by Col. James A. Moss, whose textbooks are 
the most widely used in the Army. 

Each position of the soldier is illustrated with 
a picture, each movement of the squad by a 
diagram, and for the first time in a Field 
Artillery text the dismounted evolutions of a 
battery are shown by diagrams. Notes amplify- 
ing the Training Regulations, which will be of 
assistance to the squad leader or section chief, 
are placed with each paragraph. 

No attempt has been made to arrange the 
various chapters in the sequence in which they 
should be taught, but rather to make each a 
complete and independent subject, leaving it to 
the individual instructors to determine the ar- 
rangement best suited for the particular case. 
The matter presented in the manual is based 
entirely on the principles taught at the Field 
Artillery School, and upon the training regula- 
tions issued by the War Department. 

To enable the student to understand readily 
the principles involved use has been made 
of a great many concrete illustrations and 
examples. The completeness of the index wil 
make every subject covered easily found, and 
the volumes will serve not only as a text but 
as useful books of reference. 

Volume I, which consists of 1,280 pages, re- 
tails at $3.50 a copy, postpaid. Volume II, 
which will cover the advanced course, is due 
to be published before September.

1. Answering an inquiry as to the jurisdic- 
tion of the Court of Claims as changed by the 
Act of February 13, 1925, and the effect there- 
of upon Service litigation: 

Section 3 of the Act provides: 

“All judgments and decrees of the Court of 
Claims shail be subject to review by the Su- 
preme Court as provided in this section, and 
not otherwise.” 

The same section then provides: 

(a) That the Court of Claims may, for its 
guidance, certify questions of law to the Su- 
preme Court when the instructions of that 
Court are desired. 

(b) The Supreme Court may, upon the pe- 
tition of either claimant or Government, re- 
quire a cause in the Court of Claims to be 
certified to it for its review and determina- 
tion. 

All appeals, then, by the Government or 
claimant, from the Court of Claims are abol- 
ished, and the only methods whereby a deci- 
sion of the Court of Claims, rendered on or 
after May 13, 1925 (when the new act took 
effect), can be reviewed by the Supreme Court, 
are by certiorari from the Supreme Court or 
certificate by the Court of Claims upon its 
own motion. 

These methods are exceedingly rare under 
present Federal practice and can be obtained 
only in very exceptional cases. So, practically 
speaking, the decisions of the Court of Claims 
from May 13, 1925, become final and conclu- 
sive. 

There is every reason why this should be so. 
The Court of Claims is exceptionally experienced 
in, and specially qualified to dispose of, the 
class of questions coming before it, and con- 
sists of a number of judges large enough to 
insure that its conclusions are reached only 
after the question has been enlightened by a 
variety of examinations and views. The Court 
has always had the confidence of Congress 
and country. By endowing it with final juris- 
diction, the previous system of appeals, which 
gave the Government a great advantage over 
the claimant, has been abolished. Hereafter 
Government and claimant stand on the same 
footing; neither can appeal and both have equal 
right, sma!l as it practically is, to request the 
extraordinary method of review now permitted. 

The Court of Claims’ decisions of May 12 
are the last from which the Government can 
appeal; those after that date will fall under 
the new practice and will be final. The new 
system will be fairer to claimant and should 
result in more speedy determinations. 


Digest of Comptroller General’s Decisions 


1. The question of dependency of a parent is 
one of fact. To constitute a parent as depend- 
ent on an officer son the fact and necessity for 
contributions from him to the extent of more 
than one-half of the parent’s reasonable living 
expenses must be established. Prima facie a 
mother with a monthly income in her own right 
of $233.33 is not dependent to any extent upon 
anyone. (Dashiell’s case, May 5, 1925.) 


2. The circumstances under which an officer 
of the Navy, placed upon the retired list, is 
entitled to continue receipt of active-duty pay 
after the date of retirement are described in a 
decision in the case of Comdr. Thomas D. Harris 
(S.C.), U.S.N., dated May 5, 1925. 

The decision recited: On October 12, 1923, the 
Acting Secretary of the Navy directed Com- 
mander Harris to proceed from the Naval Hos- 
pital, Philadelphia, Pa., where he was undergo- 
ing treatment, to Washington, D. C., for 
examination for retirement. 

Having been found incapacitated for active 
service, Commander Harris was transferred by 
order of the President to the retired list, effec- 
tive from November 19, 1923, notice of which 
was sent him under date of November 24, 1923, 
and delivered December 4, 1923. On November 
27, 1923, orders were issued detaching him from 
all duty at the navy yard, Philadelphia, Pa., and 
directing him to proceed home, where upon 
arrival he was to regard himself relieved from 
active duty. 

This Jatter order was 
December 3, 1923. The 
1924, 3 Comp. Gen. 951, upon which claim is 
based, involved the case of an officer retired 
upon his own application after 30 years of 
service. When such an officer, physically 
capable of the performance of duty, is continued 


received by him on 
decision of June 11, 


on active duty beyond date of retirement under 
orders such as contained in the third paragraph 
of claimant’s orders of Octobr 12, 1923, it has 
been held that the actual performance of duty 
in accordance therewith gave right to active- 
duty pay until formally relieved. See also 4 
Comp. Gen. 382. It was similarly held in de- 
cision of September 11, 1924, 3/ MS. Comp. 
Gen. 412, that an officer retired because of 
inability to pass the physical examination for 
promotion, and to whom orders were issued as 
in the third paragraph of the orders of October 
12, 1923, and who returned to duty after appear- 
ing before the retiring board was entitled to 
active-duty pay until date actually detached 
from active duty through orders subsequently 
issued. 

It has been held, however, in the decisions of 
September 6, 1923, 25 MS. Comp. Gen. 151, and 
March 12, 1925, 43 id. 512, that where an officer, 
although attached to duty at a station or on a 
vessel under orders, because of physical dis- 
ability is required to relinquish the actual per- 
formance of duty and to submit to treatment 
in hospital and, while so under treatment in 
hospital, is recommended for and subsequently 
placed on the retired list is not, subsequent to 
the date upon which placed upon the retired 
list of the Navy, entitled to continue in the 
receipt of active-duty pay unless he returns to 
the actual performance of duty at the station or 
on the vessel to which attached. 

In other words, the orders alone do not give 
a right to continuance of active-duty pay unless 
there be coupled therewith the actual perform- 
ance of duty, the act of 1912 contemplating the 
performance of actual duty and not a formal 
assignment to duty when the condition of the 
officer is known to be such that duty cannot be 
performed. In the case of claimant it appears 
from endorsement on orders that he was dis- 
charged from subsistence but not from treat- 
ment at the Naval Hospital, League Island, Pa., 
on November 9, 1923, and that the orders of 
November 27, 1923, were delivered to him by 
the supply officer of the navy yard, Philadelphia, 
Pa., as assistant to whom he was assigned 
under orders of July 20, 1922. It appears from 
the facts thus presented that claimant’s case 
comes within the decision of September 11, 
1924, and there is accordingly due him for the 
period November 19 to December 3, 1923: 

Difference between retired pay at $359.38 per 
month and active-duty pay at $479.17 per 
month, $50.89; rental allowance at $84.33 per 
month, $42.16; subsistence allowance at $1.20 
per day, $18; total, $120.05. 


3. Capt. B. P. Du Bois (S.C.), U.S.N., re- 
quested a revision of his accounts in so far as 
they pertained to disallowances in the cases of 
seven officers who had received commutation 
for dependent mothers ranging from $53 to 
$480. In no case was the evidence of de- 
pendency found satisfactory to the Comptroller 
General and the disallowances were sustained. 
(May 5, 1925.) 


4. In reply to the Secretary of the Navy, who 
submitted for an expression of opinion on the 
legality of a proposed addition to paragraph 11 
* 7, “Instructions for Carrying Into Effect 
the Joint Service Pay Bill, Act of 10 June, 
1922,” as relating to flying pay where death 
results from an accident in flying, the Comp- 
troller General disapproved the submission but 
raga the following as being unobjection- 
able: 

“The Executive order makes no provision for 
cases where death results in an aviation acci- 
dent and the requirement for 10 flights or a 
total of four hours in the air during each cal- 
endar month has no application in such case. 
Flight pay under such circumstances is payable 
from the first of the month in which the 
casualty occurred to and including the date of 
the accident in which death occurred, provided 
the officer or man was regularly detailed to 
duty involving flying was assigned to and in 
performance of duty requiring regular and fre- 
quent participation in aerial flights, evidenced 
by the fact that he had performed at the time 
the accident occurred the pro rata number of 
flights or had been in the air for a pro rata 
period as established by the Executive order 
for a calendar month. This exception to the 
general rule has no application to an accident 
in which death results later than the day of 
the accident, such case being fully provided for 
in paragraph 9 of the Executive order.” (Let- 
ter to Secretary of Navy, May 2, 1925.) 





RETIREMENT 


OF N. C. O. 





Master Sgt. Ernest J. Trutner, 13th Inf., 
U.S.A., who was recently retired, is known to 
hundreds of oldtimers. He was born in the 
13th, and has served his entire time in this 
same outfit that once had Sherman and Sheri- 
dan on its list of officers. 

His father was bandmaster of the regiment, 
and two other brothers have served in the regi- 
ment. He has followed the fortunes of the 
13th in the Islands, and in many home sta- 
tions, and had the distinction of being a cor- 
poral in the 13th band so long that he was the 
ranking corporal of the Army, it is claimed, 
rather than transfer to another outfit—and pro- 
motion. 

He leaves the regiment with the highest com- 
mendation from the Corps Commander in his 
pocket, the verbal commendations of his offi- 
cers spoken at a dinner given in his honor, a 
regimental hop given him by his comrades, and 
a fine chest of solid silver, given by the entire 
regiment, that will ever bear witness to the 
place he held in the hearts of those who knew 
him best. 


An athlete of the first water, he spurned 


professional ball offers that came to him. He 
was a member of the regimental team up to 
the last game played before his departure. 
Very few of the trophies in the regimental col- 
lection do not have his name inscribed upon 
them as one of the winners. “He was a sol- 
dier par excellence,” writes an officer of the 


13th. 
Staff Sgt. Thomas H. Baldwin, 6th F.A., 
U.S.A., has been placed on the retired list, 


after 27 years’ service with the colors. 

Sergeant Baldwin enlisted in Company I, 
22d Kans. Regt., U.S.V., during the Spanish- 
American War and saw service in the Philip- 
pines, China, and later on the Mexican border. 
In the World War he served with the 6th 
Field Artillery in the First Division, A.E.F. 

Lt. Col. McIntyre, commanding the regiment 
at Ft. Hoyle, Md., in issuing the retirement 
order said: ‘“‘From duty honestly and consci- 
entiously performed, he goes on the retired 
list with the best wishes of the officers and 
men of the 6th Field Artillery.” 


FOREIGN MILITARY 
AND NAVAL NEWS 


FRANCE 

WO French aviators, Lt. Paul Taras- 

con, whose left leg was smashed in a 
erash in 1912, and Francis Coli, whose 
right leg was shot up by German machine- 
gun builets in 1916, are to try a nonstop 
flight of 3,600 miles across the Atlantic 
from Paris to New York about July 
in a modified Fokker monoplane of 50 
horsepower. They intend to take off from 
Paris and then fly over London, Ireland, 
Newfoundland, Nova Scotia and to New 
York City without any stops. 


ITALY 

G ABRIELE D’ANNUNZIO, the Italian 

aviator, it is reported, has planned a 
flight from Italy to Buenos Aires in June. 
Two hydro-airplanes will be used, and in 
addition to d’Annunzio the party will in- 
clude some of Italy's prominent flyers. A 
Milanese industrialist is said to be finan- 
cing the flight. 

The tentative schedule is from Cardone, 
Italy, to Rome, thence to Gibraltar, Mo- 
gador, Morocco, Cape Verde Islands, Fer- 
nando Po Island, Pernambuco, Bahia, Rio 
de Janeiro, and Porto Alegra, Brazil, and 
thence to Buenos Aires. 


TALY has been paying marked attention 

to the development of the flotilla leader 
type of warship, and according to the 
Engineer of London, England, she already 
has several fine representatives. As part 
of her war program Italy laid down five 
units of the “Leone” class, but two of 
these craft, the Leopardo and Lince, were 
afterwards canceled. 

The Leone, Tigere and Pantera have all 
been completed during the past few months 
by Gio Ansaldo and Company, of Sestri 
Ponente. Their principal dimensions are: 
Length, 359.6 feet between perpendiculars ; 
breadth, 33.8 feet; draught, 11.5 feet; nor- 
mal displacement, 2,165 tons. Each vessel 
is engined with four sets of Parsons tur- 
bines with gearing, operating twin screws, 
and drawing steam from four Yarrow oil- 
burning boilers. The normal fuel supply is 
200 tons, but the full stowage capacity is 
400 tons. The forecastle deck is carried 
well aft to provide an adequate freeboard. 
The stem is straight, and the flare at the 
bows is less pronounced than in con- 
temporary British boats. 

In accordance with Italian practice, the 
armament is extremely powerful in pro- 
portion to the displacement. Eight 4.7- 
inch guns are mounted in pairs on the 
center line—the first pair on the fore- 
castle, the second betwen the funnels, the 


third amidships, and the fourth at the 
stern. While the two guns revolve on a 
common turntable, each can be elevated 


independently of the other, and te avoid 
interference in loading and working the 
pieces each is housed in a separate shield. 
This arrangement should do much to over- 
come the difficulties which are met with in 
the case of the ordinary light twin mount- 
ing, and which tend to restrict both the 
speed and accuracy of fire. The guns are 
») calibres in length. In addition there 
are two 38-inch antiaircraft guns. The 
Leone carries two triple 18-inch torpedo 
tubes, while the Tigere and Pantera are 
understood to have two double 21-inch 
tubes instead. Each vessel is fitted to 
carry 60 mines. 


GREAT BRITAIN 

THE British Navy League has recently 

issued a pamphlet on the present rela- 
tive strengths of the fleets of the leading 
naval powers. The pamphlet shows that, 
in spite of the numerical superiority of 
Great Britain in cruisers at the moment, 
its up-to-date cruiser strength is less than 
that of either the United States or Japan. 
The pamphlet claims that Great Britain is 
similarly handicapped as regards up-to-date 
destroyers, and while it has only 3 build- 
ing, America has 12 projected and the 
Japanese 8 building and 15 projected. As 
to submarines, the pamphlet says that if 
Great Britain should assess its require- 
ments, for want of a better basis, on the 
relative strengths of capital ships, the 
country is “hopelessly deficient.” 


THE Secretary of War for Great Brit- 
ain has recently stated that the cost 
of the British troops in occupation of Ger- 
man territory for the three months De- 
cember, 1924, and January and February, 
1925, exclusive of accommodation and 
other services formerly provided without 
charge by the German Government, is esti- 
mated at £375,000, of which some £310,000 
will be repayable to Army funds out of the 
“Dawes” Annuity to be paid by Germany. 
As from September 1, 1924, the cost of ae- 
commodation and other services provided 
by the German Government is to be paid 
for and recovered from the “Dawes” An- 
nuity.

The following is published to the Army for 
the information of all concerned: 

The Secretary of War announces with deep 
regret the death of Lt. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, 
U.S.A., Ret., which occurred at Washington, 
D. C., on the 15th instant. ; 

Lieutenant General Miles served as a captain 
in the 22d Massachusetts Volunteer Infantry 
from September 9, 1861, to May 31, 1862, and 
as lieutenant colonel and colonel, 61st New York 
Volunteer Infantry, from the latter date until 
appointed brigadier general of Volunteers May 
12, 1864, for distinguished service in the Battles 
of the Old Wilderness and Spottsylvania Court 
House, Va. He was advanced to the grade of 
major general of Volunteers October 21, 1865, 
and was honorably mustered out of service Sep- 
tember 1, 1866. He accepted an appointment 
as colonel in the Infantry arm of the Regular 
Army September 6, 1866; was advanced to the 
grade of brigadier general in December, 1880 ; 
to that of major general in April, 1890; to that 
of lieutenant general in June, 1900; and was 
retired from active service August 8, 1903, by 
operation of law, having reached the age of 
compulsory retirement on that date. 

The brevet of major general of Volunteers 
was awarded to him August 25, 1864, for highly 
meritorious and distinguished conduct, and par- 
ticularly for gallantry and valuable services in 
the Battle of Ream’s Station, Va.; also the 
brevets of brigadier general and major general, 
United States Army, for gallant and meritorious 
services in the Battles of Chancellorsville and 
Spottsylvania, Va. He received the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor for distinguished gal- 
lantry in the Battle of Chancellorsville, Va., 
May 3, 1863, while holding with his command 
a line of abattis and rifle pits against a strong 
force of the enemy until he was severely 
wounded. 

After entering the Regular Army General 
Miles served in a number of Indian campaigns 
in which he was markedly successful; and as 
a general officer he commanded at different 
times the Departments of the Columbia, the 
Missouri, Arizona, and the East, and the Divi- 
sions of the Pacific and of the Missouri. He 
commanded the entire Army from October 5, 
1895, to the date of his retirement in 1903; and 
in 1898 he commanded the expedition to and 
the United States forces in Porto Rico, in the 
War with Spain. 

In the passing of General Miles the country 
loses one of the most heroic figures of the 
Civil War, as well as one of the most potent 
instrumentalities in the pacification of the 
western frontier. As a subordinate commander 
he received the commendations of his superiors 
for his brilliant, able and gallant conduct in the 
many engagements of the Civil War, in which 
he was wounded several times, and in the Indian 
campaigns which followed that war. As a 
superior commander in later life he exhibited 
those qualities which marked him as a soldier 
of the highest type.

1lI—Refers to the addition of patch pockets 
to saddle bags in order to improve the method 
of packing the McClellan saddle. 

1V—Refers to the changes in designations of 
units of the Corps of Engineers. 

V—Distinguished marksmen. Pending the re- 
vision of TR 150-10, and in addition to changes 
appearing in Chenges in Training Regulations 
for the years 1923 and 1924, paragraph 81, TR 
150-10, is changed to read as follows: 

81. Distinguished marksmen; a. requirements. 
An officer, warrant officer or enlisted man serv- 
ing in any component of the Army of the 
United States, or the National Guard of any 
state, territory or the District of Columbia when 
not in Federal service, will be designated by 
the War Department as a distinguished marks- 
man when he has won any three of the follow- 
ing authorized badges or medals: 

1. The badges or medals awarded in depart- 
ment, departmental, combined departmental, 
corps area, division, divisional, or Army rifle 
and carbine competitions. 

2. The medals won in the national individual 
rifle matches. 

3. The badges and medals awarded to the first 
16 teams in order of merit in the national rifle 
team matches as follows: 

(a) The badges awarded to the principals 
and alternates winning places on such rifle 
teams selected to represent the Regular Army, 
the National Guard, the Organized Reserves, or 
any part thereof in the national rifle team 
matches. These badges will be awarded directly 
by the War Department. 

(b) The medals won by members who actually 
fired on such rifle teams. These medals will be 
awarded through the National Board for the 
Promotion of Rifle Practice. 

(c) Former members of the Army. An indi- 
vidual who formerly served in any component 
of the Army of the United States or the 
National Guard of any state, territory, or the 
District of Columbia, when not in Federal 
service, and was honorably discharged therefrom. 
will be designated by the War Department as 
a distinguished marksman when he has won as 
many as three of the medals or badges specified 
in a above, provided that at least one of such 
medals or badges was won or earned by him 


while a member of the Regular Army, Nationa! 
Guard or Organized Reserves.

THE decision of Federal Judge Knox in 
dismissing the “wired wireless” infringe- 
ment suit brought by Maj.

The appellate court did not go into the 
question of whether General Squier'’s in- 
ventions were applied by the defendant 
company to its own use, but rested its 
decision upon the finding that General 
Squier’s inventions were dedicated to the 
public. He was in Government service, as 
Chief Signal Officer of the United States 
Army, when the inventions were made with 
the aid of an appropriation by Congress.

The current list of investments is composed 
of unlisted industrial bonds. Each is entitled 
to an “A” or higher rating and may be con- 
sidered suitable for the average investment list. 
Considering the quality of the bonds, the re- 
turn is comparatively high. All of these bonds 
are actively traded in over-the-counter. 

The Adams Express Company collateral 
trust 4s, 1947, are outstanding in the amount 
of $7,689,000 and are secured by the deposit of 
$20,920,300 miscellaneous railroad, government, 
and other bonds, and by $3,275,050 railroad, 
bank, public utility and other high-grade stocks. 
Interest on the entire funded dept of the com- 
pany was earned approximately three times 
over in 1924. 

The American Rolling Mill is engaged in 
mining coal, manufacturing pig iron, and 
manufacturing and selling iron and_ steel 
products of various kinds. There are $7,000,000 
of the 6 percent sinking fund gold notes of 
1938. There is a semi-annual sinking fund 
sufficient to retire each year 2% percent of 
the amount issued. Total interest charges on 
this issue and on a small amount of under- 
lying bonds were $568,408 in 1924, while the 
amount available to meet this was equivalent 
to 6.01 times the requirement. 

The Bethlehem Steel 15-year marine equip- 
ment trust 7s, 1935, are outstanding in the 
amount of $14,204,000. The bonds are _ se- 
cured by a trust agreement on 10 steamships 
employed in transporting ore from Bethlehem 
iron mines in Chile and Cuba to the American 
plants. The issue is also secured by pledge of 
$11,800,000 consolidated 6s. The bonds are be- 
ing retired at the rate of $2,000,000 a year 
through a sinking fund. Bethlehem Steel 
earned its total interest charges 1.68 times in 
1924, 

The Robert Gair Company was established in 
1864 and is engaged in the manufacture of 
fiber board used in making shipping cases and 
folding cartons, and operates a printing plant 
for the production of labels, calendars and 
other advertising material. The 15-year first 
sinking fund 7s, 1937, are outstanding in the 


amount of $3,700,000 and secured by a first 
mortgage on the properties of the company, 
which were appraised at the time the bonds 
were issued in 1922 at over $11,000,000. 

The General Railway Signal Company was 
organized in 1904. The company is engaged 
in the manufacture of signal and switch equip- 
ment used by practically every railroad in the 
country. It has specialized in and develope. 
electrically operating equipment and does about 
40 percent of the total of that business in the 
United States. It also has installed extensive 
signal and safety devices on a number of for- 
eign railways. A new development in the busi- 
ness of this company is that of the automatic 
train stop. The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has ordered a number of installations for 
experimental purposes, and it appears to 
only a matter of time until the railroads, gen- 
erally, will be equipped with these devices. The 
company has two plants, one at Rochester and 
the other at Albany where between 1,500 and 
2,000 workers are employed. The 20-year first 
convertible 614s, 1944, are outstanding in the 
amount of $2,000,000. The bonds are secured 
by a first mortgage on the entire plant and 
equipment which is appraised at over $4,000,- 
000. The bonds are convertible on the basis 
of $1,000 face amount for $1,000 face amount 
of common stock. It is because of the conver- 
sion privilege that the price yields a compara- 
tively low return. Interest charges on these 
bonds were earned 5.66 times in 1924 and the 
common stock earned $16.67 a share that year. 
For the last seven years, earnings on the com- 
mon had been in excess of $11 on the average. 
On account of the good earnings prospect, and 
the convertible feature of the bonds, this issue 
possesses speculative + possibilities, as well as 
investment merits. 

The Sloss-Sheffield Steel & Iron Company is 
the largest merchant pig iron producer in the 
United States and has operated at a profit every 
year since incorporation in 1899. The com- 
pany owns six modern blast furnaces with a 
daily capacity of 1,500 tons of pig iron, 11 
coke mines, 5 red ore mines and other equip- 
ment. The 10-year sinking fund 6 percent 
notes, 1929, are outstanding in the amount of 
$4,477,000. There is an annual sinking fund 
of $300,000. Interest charges in 1924 were 
earned 5.37 times.

OLD NORFOLK DRYDOCK 
IS IN SERVICE AGAIN 


HE old historical stone drydock at the 

Norfolk Navy Yard, which had been out 
of commission for about three years on 
aceount of the caisson having so deterior- 
ated as to be unsafe, is now in commission 
again. The Naval Appropriation Act for 
the fiscal year 1925 appropriated $50,000 
for a new caisson, and after submitting 
estimates in competition with several pri- 
vate firms the order for the construction 
of the caisson was placed with the Norfolk 
Navy Yard at a total estimated cost of 
$48,000. Work has now been completed at 
a total cost of less than $40,000. The 
‘aisson is completed and the drydock has 
been placed in commission. 

In view of the age and historical im- 
portance of this drydock, suitable cere- 
monies were held on the occasion of plac- 
ing it in service again, on May 14, at the 
docking of the mine sweeper Woodcock. 
Mrs. Norman M. Smith, wife of Com- 
mander Smith of the Civil Engineer Corps, 
the public works officer of the navy yard, 
was sponsor for these proceedings, which 
were attended by Admiral Vogelgesang, 
commander of Battleship Division 2 of the 
Scouting Fleet, and officers of the yard 
and their families, as well as many of the 
employes of the yard and enlisted men 
from the ships. 

For more than half a century this dry- 
dock was the only one in the Norfolk Navy 
Yard, and practically all naval vessels 
visiting the yard were placed in it during 
that period. Its history dates back over 
a century. 

Construction was originally undertaken 
for the stone drydock in November, 1827. 
All of the granite used in its construction 
was quarried in Massachusetts and the 
blocks were dressed in the quarries. 
Practically no work of alteration to the 
granite blocks was necessary after their 
receipt at the drydock. 

The dock was opened for the reception 
of the line of battle ship Delaware June 
17, 1833, the first ship of the line built 
at Gosport, and the first national ship 
ever docked in a drydock belonging to the 
United States. Large numbers of ladies 
and gentlemen were present to witness the 
opening ceremonies, the occasion being one 
of great rejoicing. The line of battle ship 
North Carolina was soon afterwards ad- 
mitted to the dock. Since the original 
opening of the dock many thousands of 
naval vessels, ranging from the old wooden 
line of battle ships to submarines and 
modern destroyers, have been drydocked in 
this old stone graving dock. 


ROSE POLYTECH. R.O.T.C. 
HOLD DEMONSTRATION 


HE Engineer R.O.T.C. unit at Rose 

Polytechnic Institute, Terre Haute, Ind., 
gave a demonstration problem on the insti- 
tute grounds in connection with its annual 
inspection by the officer in charge of 
R.O.T.C. affairs, 5th Corps Area, Maj. 
R. E. O'Brien, Inf., U.S.A. This was the 
first of these events which has been open 
to the public at large, and over 400 inter- 
ested people attended. The crowd gave 
no trouble to “spoony” Freshman M.P.'s, 
who also were in charge of safety pre- 
cautions. 

Congressman Noble Johnson, of Indiana, 
was a guest of the unit for the day. At 
the close of the problem Johnson gave a 
short inspiring talk to the cadet officers of 
the class of 1925. Dr. Carl Leo Mees, 
president emeritus of Rose Polytechnic In- 
stitute, and Mayor Ora Davis, of Terre 
Haute, were also present as guests of the 
unit. The members of the Reserve Officers’ 
Association, 5th Indiana District, were 
present as a body. 

The program for the day included th 
inspection of the unit by Maj. R. E. 
O'Brien, U.S.A.; close-order drill by com- 
pany under the student officers; and finally 
the demonstration problem and battle exer- 
cises, “A Company in an Attack and River 
Crossing.” 

A lampert floating footbridge was erected 
by one section of the unit during the at- 
tack. One hundred forty feet of bridge 
were erected by this section in the remark- 
able time of 84% minutes. When the cross- 
ing of the unit had been effected, another 
section removed the bridge in 444 minutes. 

The Reserve officers of Terre Haute 
were well pleased with the problem, the 
map critique which followed it, and the 
inspection of the sand table and other 
equipment of the unit.

POST-WAR SMALL ARMS 
HISTORY IS CONTINUED 


ELOW is given a continuation of the 

post-war history of small arms which 
was begun in the ARMy AND Navy Jour- 
NAL of May 16. This issue deals with the 
development of the pistol and also the de- 
velopment of the improvements in the 
United States rifle, caliber .30, model of 
1903. The following covers the continua- 
tion of the later improvements. 

The general effect of these improvements 
is to give the rifleman a more comfortable 
and secure grip on the rifle in the firing 
position. 

The Infantry Board recommended the 
improved stock for adoption, but before 
this step was taken the War Department 
considered it advisable to have one com- 
pany of Infantry, one troop of Cavalry, 
and one company of Coast Artillery 
equipped with rifles with the improved 
stock for service over a considerable pe- 
riod of time. This has been done, the 
stocks having been issued about a year 
ago. While the new stock has not actu- 
ally been adopted for the service rifle, it 
has been adopted for the caliber .22 rifle 
and is, therefore, considered as a stand- 
ard for manufacture and issue. 

Sights —The feature of the 1917 sight 
was that it was mounted on the receiver 
close to the eye and provided a large peep 
for battle purposes. It, however, had the 
disadvantage that it did not provide any 
lateral movement for adjustment of wind- 
age. A great many experimental receiver 
sights were made for the 1903 in attempt- 
ing to incorporate the favorable character- 
istics of the 1917. The most successful 
of these sights were the Lyman No. 48 
and the Hatcher. The Lyman No. 48 is 
a commercial product, and is well known 
for hunting and target work. It has been 
adopted as the standard sight on the new 
caliber .22 rifle. In the opinion of the In- 
fantry Board the Lyman No. 48 was not 
considered simple and rugged enough to 
justify adopting it for the Service rifle. 
The Hatcher sights, of all the sights tested 
by the Infantry, gave the most promise, 
but the Infantry Board has not yet de- 
cided to give it their final approval. The 
Cavalry Board, on the other hand, has 
eonsidered it so favorably that they have 
asked for an additional number for serv- 
ice test on a larger scale with a view to 
final adoption. 

It is not considered that either the im- 
proved stock or the improved sight is of 
prime importance, in so far as the Service 
rifle is concerned, by reason of the fact 
that it is doubtful if funds will ever be 
secured to incorporate these changes. The 
present weapon will probably be _ super- 
ceded in a future war of any duration by 
a semi-automatic shoulder rifle, which will 
have the new features included in its 
design.
